REPORTS, 

That  the  general  state  of.  the  Seminary  during  the 
past  academic  year  h^  been  satisfactory. 

The  plan  of  studies  and  the  principles  of  recitation  and 
examination,  as  explained  in  former  Reports,  have  been 
pursued,  on  the  part  of  the  Instructers,  with  great  fideli- 
ty, and  on  that  of  the  Students,  with  very  general  atten- 
tion and  success. 

The  conduct  of  the  Students  has  been  for  the  most 
part  regular  and  orderly.  Whatever  exceptions  there 
have  been  to  this  general  statement,  will  be  found  detail- 
ed in  the  Appendix  to  this  Report. 

Dr.  Hedge,  who  for  many  years  has  instructed  in 
different  departments  of  the  University  with  exemplary 
diligence  and  fidelity,  having,  in  consequence  of  ill  health, 
resigned  the  office  of  Alford  Professor  of  Natural  Reli- 
gion, Moral  Philosophy,  and  Civil  Polity,  Joel  Giles,  A.  B., 
was  appointed  Tutor,  and  charged,  temporarily,  with 
the  instruction  in  that  department,  and  has  conducted 
it  with  assiduity  and  ability. 


The  state  of  the  fiinds  applicable  to  this  branch  of 
instruction  will  probably  render  it  necessary  to  postpone 
the  election  of  a  successor  to  Dr.  Hedge,  until  the  lapse 
of  a  year  from  the  time  of  his  resignation.  This  want  of 
requisite  funds  has^  also,  rendered  it  impracticable  to 
act  upon  the  suggestions  made  by  a  former  Committee  of 
the  Overseers  relative  to  the  appointment  of  two  Profes- 
sors in  that  branch,  and  dividing  the  present  dudes  of  the 
Alford  professorship  between  them. 

During  the  past  year,  in  consequence  of  the  absence 
of  Professor  Farrar,  aa  stated  in  the  Appaidix,  the  Math- 
ematical branch  has  been  under  the  supenntendence 
of  Benjamin  Peirce,  A*  B.,  Tutor  in  that  depart- 
ment; who  has  conducted  it  with  diligence  and  skill. 
Under  his  direction,  an  attempt  is  making  gradually  to 
introduce  the  practice  of  dividing  the  students  in  that 
branch,  upon  the  principle  of  proficiency.  Other  alter- 
ations in  the  mode  of  instrucdon,  approved  by  the  Corpo- 
ration and  Faculty,  are  in  the  course  of  experiment, 
which)  it  is  anticipated,  will  result  in  an  increase  of 
general  thoroughness  of  education  in  that  important 
branch. 

The  facilities  of  instruction  and  of  accommodation  in 
tho  Law  dupartmemt  have  greatly  multiplied^  in  the  coiu^se 
of  the  last  year>  through  the  renewed  munificence  of  the 
Hon*  Nathan  Dane.  By  funds,  chiefly  supplied  by  his 
bounty,  a  new  Hidl  has  been  erected,  combining  offices  for 
the  Proibssons  sufficient  rooms  for  lectures,  moot  courtSy 
and  the  law  library,  and  entirely  supplying  the  immediate 
wants  of  the  University  in  these  respects* 

The  President  cmmut  deem  hi&  duty  tulfilled,  without 
again  bringing  bafora  the  Overseers  the  great  need  of  an 
independent  and  fire-proof  building:  for  the  deposit  of  the 
general  Libntfv  of  thft  Uni varsity* 


The  number  of  its  volumes,  now  exceeding  forty  thousand^ 
—  its  completeness,  selectness,^  and  extent,  (it  being  in 
these  respects  altogether  unrivalled  in  this  country,  and 
especially  in  maps,  charts,  and  woiIls  belonging  to  the 
department  of  American  history,)  —  the  connexion  of  its 
preservation  with  the  state  of  intelligence  and  the  progress 
of  science  in  the  Commonwealth  (of  which  it  is  virtually 
the  property,  and  a  most  precious  inheritance),  have  been 
the  repeated  topics  of  statement  in  these  Annual  Reports ; 
at  the  same  time,  its  constant  exposure  to  fire,  —  the  im- 
possibility of  obtsdning  indemnity  for  its  loss,  by  any  insur- 
ance,—  the  absolute  irretrievableness  of  such  loss,  should 
it  occur,  —  the  inconvenience  as  it  respects  its  use,  and  its 
liability  to  injury,  in  consequence  of  the  inadequacy  of  the 
only  apartments  which  can  now  be  devoted  to  it,  —  have 
been  also  brought  before  the  Overseers  and  the  public, 
with  all  the  particularity  and  urgency,  that  the  extreme 
importance  of  the  subject  demands      Hitherto  without 
success. 

The  library  annually  increases,  and  with  it  increases 
also  the  greatness  of  the  interest  of  the  Commonwealth 
in  its  preservation* 

This  library  is  strictly  a  piAlic  interest^  and  one,  also, 
of  the  most  impressive  character.  Harvard  University 
is,  in  truth,  only  the  trustee  of  it,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
whole  literature  of  the  Commonwealth.  It  is  a  concern 
connected  intimately  with  the  prosperity  of  the  present 
and  all  future  times.  The  most  common  of  all  calamities, 
to  which  property  is  subject,  and  to  which,  as  has  been 
repeatedly  explained,  this  library  is  most  peculiarly  ex- 
posed, may  deprive  Massachusetts  of  it  in  an  hour. 

The  Corporation  have  no  resources  applicable  to  the 
erection  of  such  a  building,  as  the  safety  and  convenient 
use  of  the  library  require. 
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It  is  for  the  Overseers,  for  the  public,  for  statesmen, 
and'  men  of  letters  to  reflect,  with  what  feelings  they  will 
look  back  upon  its  destruction,  should  it  occur,  when,  in 
addition  to  the  regret  for  its  then  keenly  realized  loss, 
shall  be  added  the  consciousness,  that  this  has  not  occurred 
without  frequent  and  reiterated  warnings,  and  that  there 
was  nothing,  either  in  the  state  of  private  or  public  pros- 
perity, at  the  present  time,  to  apologize  for  that  indiffer- 
ence, with  which  its  great  intrinsic  value  has  been  view- 
ed, and  for  that  apathy,  with  which  its  known  hazards  have 
been  permitted  to  continue  and  accumulate.

DePASTMERT   of  THBOLOCft. 

This,  during  ibe  past  year,  has  been  exclxisively  under  tbe  saper- 
intendence  of  the  Rev.  Henry  Ware,  D.  D.,  HoUis  Professor  of 
Divinity. 

This  branch  was  pursued  b  the  first  term  of  tbe  Junior  year,  on 
Tuesdays,  Thursdays,  and  Saturdays,  from  X  to  XII,  A.  M.  This 
extended  through  the  first  tenn,  the  Class  being  heard  in  Divisions 
an  hour  each,  and  was  contmued  through  the  first  four  weeks  of  the 
second  term. 

In  the  first  term,  the  study  of  Patey's  Evidences  of  Christianity 
commenced,  and  was  pursued  in  recitations,  three  hours  per  week, 
by  lessons  of  abouV  ten  pages  each,  until  the  b^bnmg  of  Novemberi 
by  which  time  the  book  was  finished.  The  class  then  entered  upon 
the  study  of  Butler's  Analogy ;  tbe  first  part  of  which  was  finished  by 
the  end  of  the  second  week  of  4he  second  term.  About  two  weeks 
of  the  second  term  were  occupied  by  this  Class  in  reviewing  Paley 
and  Butler,  after  which,  instruction  m  the  branch  closed  for  the 
Junior  year. 

In  the  second  term,  the  Seniors  commenced  this  branch  ;  and 
Lectures  on  the  New  Testament  were  given  to  the  whole  Class  by 
the  Professor  three  times  a  week,  viz.  on  Mondays,  Tuesdajrs,  and 
Wednesdays,  for  one  hour  each  day  at  an  hour  before  the  prayer^ 
bell  in  the  afternoon.  The  exercise  included  Questions  on  the 
Lecture. 

Instruction  in  this  branch  closed  with  this  term.  —  Besides  the 
duties  above  enumerated,  Dr.  Ware  performs  the  Chapel  morning 
and  evening  services  alternately  with  the  Rev.  Henry  Ware,  jun* 
The  Sabbath  services  are  performed  one  half  by  him,  and  the  other 
half  by  tbe  Rev.  Henry  Ware,  jun.  and  the  Rev.  Joho  Gorham 
Palfrey. 
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B. 

Department  of  Intellectual  and  Moral  Philosophy,  Civil 

Polity,  and  Political  Economy.^ 

The  Alford  Professorship  of  Natural  ReH^ion,  Moral  Philosophy^ 
and  Civil  Polity  having  become  vacant  in  consequence  of  the  resig- 
nation of  Levi  Hedge,  LL.  D.,  that  department  has  been  con^ 
ducted  satisfactorily  by  Joel  Giles,  A.  B.,  Tutor  in  Natural,  Intellec- 
tual, and  Moral  Philosibphy. 

Instruction  in  this  branch  was  conducted  through  studies  and 
recitations  in  Stewart's  Elements  of  the  Philosophy  of  the  Mind  ; 
Paley's  Moral  Philosophy ;  Brown's  Philosophy  of  the  Human 
Mind,  abridged  by  Dr.  Hedge ;  Say's  Political  Economy ;  and 
Rawle  on  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

These  studies  commenced  with  the  Junior  year,  in  Stewart's  Ele- 
ments; the  first  volume  of  which  the  Class  finished  about  the  middle 
of  October.^  After  this  they  entered  upon  Paley's  Moral  Philoso- 
phy, which  they  finished  by  the  end  of  the  first  term.  After  the 
end  of  the  first  term,  the  Juniors  did  not  recite  in  these  branches 
during  that  year. 

Junior  Year. 

InstrucUoQ  commenced  with  the  first  term,  the  Class  being  heard 
in  Divisions ;

The 
Class  then  entered  upon  Say's  Political  Economy,  which  was  finish- 
ed by  about  the  eighth  week  in  the  third  term.  Rawle  on  the  Con- 
stitution then  succeeded  in  the  course,  and  with  it  instruction  in  this 
branch  ceased.

To  the  above  course  of  Pure  Mathematics,  succeeded  iostructioii

during  the  first  term.  The  Juniors  entered  upon  the  study  of  Me- 
chanics at  4be  begbnbg,  and  finished  it  about  the  endi  of  the  second 
term. 

Instructioo  was  given  in  this  branch  to  the  Junior  Class  in  die 
third  term  :  —  1.  In  Electricity.  2.  In  Magnetism.  S.  In  Electro- 
Magnetism.     4.  In  Optics. 

Instruction  in  Natural  Philosophy  was  continued)  during  the  fint 
term  of  the  Senior  Tear^  by  recitations  every  mombg  in  the  week 
b  Astronomy. 

All  the  bstruction  in  this  branch  termbated  with  the  fint  term  of 
the  Senior  year,  with  the  exception  of  the  lectures. 
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and  which  had  beea  performed  by  others,  was  compensated  by  a 
voluntary  relinquishment  by  him  of  an  equivalent  portion  of  his 
salary.     His  lectures  were  as  follows  :  — 

1.  One  lecture  a  week  to  the  Senior  Class  on  Astronomy  during 
the  term ;  besides  a  number  of  evening  lectures  on  the  same  sub- 
ject, 

2.  Four  lectures  a  week  to  the  Junior  Class,  in  Natural  and  Ex- 
perimental Philosophy  during  the  term. 

The  time  occupied  in  these  lectures  being  usually  an  hour. 


D. 

Depaktment  or  Rhetoric  and  Oratory. 

This  is,  at  present,  under  the  superintendence  of  Edward  T. 
Channing,  A.  M.,  Boylston  Professor  of  Rhetoric  and  Oratory  ;  as- 
sisted in  the  latter  by  Jonathan  Barber,  M.  D. 

Instruction  in  reading  and  declamation  was  given  to  the  Freshman 
CloiSj  every  day  in  the  week  through  the  first  half  of  the  year  by 
Dr.  Barber ;  the  Class  being  heard  by  sections.  Two  sections 
attending  every  alternate  week,  after  morning  prayers.  Each  sec- 
tion having  three  exercises  in  reading  or  declamation  every  week. 
In  the  latter  half  of  the  year  it  was  thought  that  Dr.  Barber's  ser- 
vices might  be  more  advantageously  directed  to  the  Senior  tmd 
Junior  Classes,  and  they  were  accordingly  so  applied. 

In  the  Sophomore  year,  the  Class,  under  the  instruction  of  the 
Professor,  commenced  Lowth's  Grammar  in  the  first  term,  and  fin- 
ished it  in  about  nine  tveeksj  at  the  rate  of  ten  pages  an  exercise. 
To  Lowth  succeeded  Blair's  Lectures,  which  the  Class  finished  in 
about  twenty  weeksj  at  the  rate  of  one  lecture  an  exercise.  The 
study  of  Hedge's  Logic  followed.  This  was  finished  by  the  end  of 
the  year,  at  the  rate  of  about  twelve  pages  the  lesson. 

The  Sophomores  attended  the  Professor  in  the  above  studies  on 
Mondays  and  Wednesdays  from  10  to  12  A.  M.,  and  were  heard  in 
sections  or  divisions,  as  was  most  convenient ;  and  also  attended 
with  Themes  at  the  Study  Bell,  from  one  to  two  hours,  as  was  fouud 
necessary,  every  Saturday.  The  Class  bringing  in  their  Themes  by 
divisions  every  week,  a  division  each  week,  at  the  Study  Bell. 

In  addition  to  the  above  the  Professor  attended  to  the  hearing  of 
tlie  Sophomore  Class  in  either  reading  or  declamation  one  hour,  two 
days  in  the  week,  after  morning  prayers ;  one  section  attending 
every  week  ;  each  section  having  one  exercise  in  reading  or  decla-* 
mation  every  week. 

In  the  Junior  year  instruction  was  given  in  this  branch  wholly 
through  the  medium  of  themes,  lectures,  readings,  and  declamations. 
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Thames  were  ddivered  io  by  lius  Otas  ereiy  other  Fridiy  (the 
mtermediate  Friday  heiog  reserved  icn-  Foreiiscs)  in  the  three  hoars 
jveceding  prayers  in  die  afiemooo.  DedamatiaDS  every  ^Saturday 
fi>renoon,  one  boor. 

Twelve  lectures  on  Rbetocic  were  given  in  tbe  third  term  of  tins 
year,  on  Tuesdays  and  Tborsdays,  at  9  o^clock ;  ooorae  unfio- 
idled. 

Dr.  Barber  heard  this  Class  either  in  reading  or  declaroation  in 
sections  on  fbor  days  of  tbe  week,  an  boor  being  given  to  each  dec- 
don. 

In  the  Senior  year  this  branch  was  condocted  wholly  throogh  the 
medium  of  themes  and  declamations ;  each  of  which  occu|iied  a  like 
time,  and  was  coodocled  in  the  same  manner  by  the  respective  in* 
strocters,  as  is  above  q>ecified  in  rdation  to  the  Junior  year.  Dec* 
tarnations  eveiy  Friday  forenoon,  one  hour. 

In  the  Sophomore,  Junior,  and  Senior  classes,  each  student  deliv- 
ered twtnty  themes  each  year  ;  one  for  tbe  examining  committee. 

In  addition  to  the  above  Dr.  Barber  was  eneaged  to  deliver  a  pub- 
fic  lecture  to  aQ  the  classes  once  a  week  on  Elocution  ;  which  be 
did  as  frequently  as  was  found  expedient.

t)£PAllMMENT  OF  GrEEK. 

This  is  at  present  under  the  superintepdence  of  the  Rev.  John 
S.  Popkin,  D.  D.,  Eliot  Professor  of  Greek  Literature ;  and  of 
Cornelius  C.  Felton,  A.  M.,  Professor  of  Greek  and  Permanent 
Tutor. 

Instruction  in  Greek  commences  with  the  Freshman  Class^  in 
Dalzel's  Collectanea  Majora. 

T'  "  recite,  during  that  year,  about  274  pages  of  volume  first, 
and  60  pages  of  volume  second.  These  they  also  review  in  the 
course  of  the  year.  Besides  which  they  have  a  Sunday  lesson,  re- 
cited every  Monday  morning,  of  about  five  pages  of  Griesbach's 
New  Testament,  beginning  with  the  Acts.  On  Saturday  morning 
the  Class  are  heard  in  Greek  Grammar  or  Roman  Antiquities. 

Instruction  in  this  branch  is  continued  in  the  Sophomore  yeary 
commencing  with  Sophocles  in  the  Collectanea ;  the  second  volume 
of  which  is  finished,  as  also  that  part  of  the  first  volume,  which  was 
omitted  in  the  Freshman  year,  with  a  review  of  all  the  lessons  re- 
cited this  year.  In  this  year  the  recitations  are  all  in  the  regular 
Classics. 

*  Instruction,  in  this  branch,  in  the  Junior  year,  is  continued  with 
the  Iliad,  eleven  or  twelve  books  of  which  will  probably  be  read  and 
reviewed  by  the  end  of  the  second  term.  In  the  third  term  the 
IKad  will  be  continued  and  reviewed  ;   or  Demosthenes  de  Corona. 

There  is,  between  the  studies  of  the  Greek  and  Latin  Languages, 
an  alternation  through  the  whole  college  course  of  instruction  in  those 
branches.  Two  sections  recite  one  week  in  Latin  while  the  others 
recite  in  Greek,  and  so  alternately.

This  18  at  present,  and  has  been  during  tbe  last  year,  under  the 
superintendence  of  Charles  Beck,  P.  D.,  Professor  of  the  Latin 
language,  assisted  by  Henry  S.  McKean,  A.  M.,  Tutor. 

Instruction  in  this  branch  commenced,  in  the  Freshman  year^ 
with  Folsom's  Selections  from  Livy.  These  were  finished  early  in 
the  second  term.  The  study  of  Horace  succeeded,  and  continued 
through  the  Freshman  year.  On  Saturday  morning,  Adam's  "  Ro- 
man Antiquities  "  was  recited  by  this  Class. 

1.  The  Sophomores  began  with  the  Historian  of  Tacitus.  After 
having  read  and  reviewed  them,  the  Class  took  up  the  Excerpta 
from  Quintilian  and  Cicero  ;  all  of  the  former  and  the  larger  por- 
tion of  the  latter  were  read  and  reviewed.  One  hour  every  week 
was  devoted  to  the  writing  of  Latin. 

2.  The  Juniors  commenced  with  the  Satires  of  Juvenal,  all  of 
which  were  read  and  reviewed.  Then  the  Annals  of  Tacitus  fol- 
lowed, of  which  seven  books  were  read  and  explained.  During  the 
last  term  the  whole  class  attended  four  times  every  week.

Department  of  Botany  and  Zoologt. 

This  is  under  the  exclusive  superintendence  of  Tbonias  Nuttall, 
A.  M.,  Lecturet  on  Botany  and  Zoology,  and  Curator  of  the  Botani- 
cal Crarden. 

Instruction  in  this  department  commences  in  the  third  term^  in 
Sraellie's  Philosophy  of  Natural  History,  to  the  Senior  Class.  From 
twenty-two  to  twenty-four  recitations  are  required.  These  are 
occasionally  accompanied  by  short  lectures,  on  Zoological  subjects ; 
occupying  an  hour  in  the  morning  or  forenoon  every  day. 

Voluntary  lectures  are  also  given  to  the  Senior  and  Junior  Classes^ 
in  the  third  term,  three  times  a  week. 


I. 

Department  of  Modern  Languages. 

This  is  at  present  under  the  superintendence  of  George  Ticknor, 
A.  M.,  Smith  Professor  of  the  French  and  Spanbb  Languages  and 
Literature,  and  Professor  of  Belles  Lettres  ;  assisted  by  four  instruc- 
ters,  viz,  Francis  Sales,  Esq^  Instructer  in  French  and  Spanish  ; 
Pietro  Bachi,  A.  M.,  J.  U.  D.,  Instructer  in  Italian  ;  Charles  Pol- 
len, J.  U.  D.,  Professor  of  the  German  Language  and  Literature  f 
and  Francis  M .  J.  Surault,  Instructer  in  French. 

The  principles  which  regulate  the  study  of  the  modem  languages 
are  these  :     1.  No^ student  is  compelled  to  study  any  pne  of  them. 

2.  A  student  choosing  to  study  any  one,  is  bound  to  persevere  ;  he 
is  not  permitted  to  quit  the  study  until  he  has  learnt  the  language, 

3.  Those,  who  enter  upon  the  study  of  any  language,  are  formed 
into  sections,  and  carried  forward  according  to  their  proficiency, 
without  reference  to  the  distinction  of  Classes.  4.  The  Instructors 
are  paid  only  for  one  half  their  time,  and  the  days  of  instruction  are 
Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays. 

The  Recitations  are  held  generally  during  study  hours ;  or  A.  M. 
froto  Study  Bell  till  12  o'clock,  and  P.  M.  from  2  o'clock  till 
prayers  ;  but,  to  avoid  interference  with  recitations  in  other  branches, 
some  sections  have  been  heard  from  12  to  1  o'clock,  and  some  in  the 
evening,  during  the  past  year. 

Three  things  should  be  borne  in  mind,  when  considering  the  state 
of  this  department  during  the  academical  year  of  1831  -  2. 

1 .  Neither  Freshmen  nor  Seniors  attended  in  it,  except  as  volun- 
teers;  that  is,  the  Students  pursuing  the  study  of  some  language

Punishments  belonging  to  Offences  of  a  high  Class. 

Trespasses  having  been  committed  on  the  College  buildings 
which  could  not  be  permitted  to  pass  without  punishment,  and 
the  laws  of  the  University  not  being  sufficient  for  the  detection 
of  the  offenders,  the  Faculty,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Cor- 
poration, directed  the  evidence  in  their  possession  to  be  laid 
before  the  Grand  Jury.  In  consequence  of  which,  disorders  having 
occurred  in  the  Chapel,  chiefly  in  the  Freshman  Class,  the  matricu- 
lation of  all  concerned  in  them  was  revoked  and  the  whole  Class 
put  under  probation.  In  addition  to  which  two  were  dismissed  for 
one  year,  two  suspended  for  six  months,  and  one  rusticated,  for  their 
participation  in  these  disorders.  The  students,  also,  connected  with 
the  original  trespasses  having  made  a  full  confession,  three  of  them 
were  rusticated  for  two  years,  and  one  dismissed  for  one  year. 
Besides  which,  two  of  this  Class  were  taken  from  the  College 
by  their  friends,  on  the  suggestion  of  the  Faculty,  and  two  were 
refused  matriculation  for  neglect  of  their  studies  and  general  idle- 
ness and  inattention.

Divinity  School. 

This  is  under  the  superintendence  of 

Rev.  Henry  Ware,  D.  D.  Hollis  Professor  of  Divinity  ; 

Rev.  Henry  Ware,  Jun.  A.  M.,  Professor  of  Pulpit  Eloquence 
and  the  Pastoral  Care  ;  and 

Rev.  John  G.  Palfrey,  A.  M.,  Professor  of  Biblical  Literature. 

The  course  of  instruction  in  the  Divinity  School  occupies  three 
years.  The  School  consists  of  three  classes ;  the  Junior,  Middle, 
and  Senior.  Instruction  is  given  by  all  the  above  named  Professors 
in  their  several  branches. 

The  Hollis  Professor  of  Divinity  attends  exercises  with  each  of 
the  Classes  through  the  year ;  with  the  Junior  Class,  in  the  Evidences 
of  Natural  and  Revealed  Religion  ;  with  the  Middle  Class,  in  Ec- 
clesiastical History ;  and  with  the  Senior  Class  in  Christian  The- 
ology. 

The  Professor  of  Pulpit  Eloquence  and  the  Pastoral  Care  gives 
instruction  in  the  Composition  and  Delivery  of  Sermons,  and  the  Du- 
ties of  the  Pastoral  Office,  to  the  Senior  and  Middle  Classes,  and  in 
Elocution  to  the  Junior  Class. 

The  Professor  of  Biblical  Literature  gives  instruction  to  each  of  the 
three  Classes  during  the  year  b  the  Interpretation  of  the  New  Tes- 
tament ;  also,  to  the  two  higher  classes  in  the  Interpretation  of  the 
Old  Testament,  and  to  the  Junior  Class  in  Hebrew. 

A  religious  service,  witli  preaching,  in  which  one  of  the  Senior 
Class  officiates,  takes  place  once  a  week,  and  is  attended  by  all  the 
members  of  the  School.  Also,  once  a  week  there  is  atf  exercise  in 
extemporaneous  preaching,  by  the  Students  of  the  two  higher 
Classes.

The  above  School  is  devoted  exclusively  to  Medical  Students, 

undergraduates  not  being  permitted  to  attend. 

Two  courses  of  instruction  in  each  branch  are  required  to  be 

attended  by  each  student,  in  order  to  obtain  a  medical  degree. 
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The  school  in  general  may  be  considered  to  be  prosperous. 

Besides  the  above  lectures  in  the  Medical  School,  there  is  given 
at  Cambridge,  by  one  of  the  Professors  of  ihe  Theory,  &c.  to  the 
undergraduates,  a  course  of  lectures  on  Hygiene,  or  the  means  of 
preserving  health  and  prolonging  life ;  consisting  of  seven  lectures, 
beginning  on  the  first  Monday  of  the  third  terra,  at  11  o'clock, 
A.M.,  and  continued  daily  (except  on  Saturday)- as  far  as  the 
stated  exercises  of  the  College  permit. 

Also  a  course  of  lectures  on  anatomy,  by  Dr.  Warren,  consisting 
of  twenty-five  lectures,  beginning  in  April,  and  ending  in  May  or 
June.

Law  School. 

This  is  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Hon.  Joseph  Story, 
LL.D.,  Dane  Professor  of  Law  ;  and  John  Hooker  Ashmun,  A.  M., 
JRoyall  Professor  of  Law. 

The  course  of  instruction  in  the  Law  School  is  as  follows  :  — 

1.  Lectures  J  by  the  Dane  Professor  of  Law,  on  the  Law  of  Na- 
ture and  Nations,  and  on  Chancery,  Commercial,  Civil,  and  Consti- 
tutional Law.  Lectures,  by  the  Roydll  Professor j  on  miscellaneous 
branches  of  the  Conunon  Law. 

2.  Reviews  and  examinations  of  the  students  in  the  Text  Books. 
These  are  held  four  days  in  the  week,  and  the  time  occupied  by 
each  varies  from  one  to  two  hours  for  each  class.  The  course  of 
study  embraces  a  selection  of  the  best  elementary  works  in  each 
branch  of  the  Law,  and  is  intended  to  be  completed  in  three  years. 
The  students  are  referred  to  a  series  of  leading  cases  in  the  English 
and  American  Reports,  and  to  a  parallel  course  of  reading,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  prescribed  course  of  study. 

3.  Moot  Courts,  for  the  arguing  of  questions  of  law.  These  are 
held  every  week,  by  one  of  the  Professors ;  four  of  the  students,,  in 
rotation,  appear  as  counsel.  They  begin  to  take  their  turn  at  the 
commencement  of  the  second  year.  They  have  extempore  disputa- 
tions and  debates  on  legal  and  miscellaneous  questions,  as  voluntary 
exercises. 

4.  Written  dissertations  on  subjects  connected  with  the  course  of 
study  are  occasionally  rendered. 

5.  The  students  are  instructed  in  the  practice  of  the  courts,  in  the 
making  of  writs,  preparation  of  pleadings,  and  other  legal  instru- 
ments ;  and  an  opportunity  is  afiforded  for  acquiring  the  routine  of 
ofiice  practice.

The  account  No.  I.  shows  the  whole  amount  of  receipts  and 
payments  during  the  College  year. 

The  account  No.  II.  shows  the  actual  income  and  expenditure 
for  the  genera]  purposes  of  the  College  and  the  instruction  of  the 
Undergraduates. 

The  accounts  No.  III.  are  those  undertaken  for  the  especial 
accommodation  of  the  Students. 

The  accounts  No.  IV.  exhibit  the  state  of  the  Law  and  Divinity 
Schools,  and  of  the  funds  of  the  Professorship  of  Natural  History 
a  d  Rumford  legacy.  « 

The  other  accounts,  together  with  the  Trial.  Balance  of  the 
books,  wiU,  it  is  believed,  present  a  clear  view  of  the  state  of  the 
College  funds  and  property. 

The  Treasurer  begs  to  state,  that  the  income  for  the  general 
purposes  of  the  College  has  about  equalled  the  expeuditure,  and 
a  small  addition  has  been  made  to  the  general  stock  account. 

The  income  from  the  Law  School  is  gradually  extinguishing  the 
balance  against  that  account,  and  will  leave  that  Department  in 
possession  of  a  valuable  Library  without  cost  to  the  College. 

The  founder  of  the  present  Law  School,  the  Hon.  Nathan  Dane, 
has  placed  with  the  Corporation  the  sum  of  seven  thousand  dollars 
for  the  erection  of  a  Law  College.  This  edifice  is  nearly  com- 
pleted, and  will  be  styled  the  '^Dane  Law  College." 

The  income  of  the  Divinity  School  from  its  permanent  funds  and 
other  sources  is  about  equal  to  the  expenses,  but  the  payment  du- 
ring the  year  of  an  appropriation  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  for 
books  has  lessened  the  capital  to  that  extent. 

The  fund  for  the  professorship,  of  Natural  History  was  placed 
last  year  under  the  direction  of  the  Corporation  of  the  College  to- 
gether with  the  Presidents  of  the  Medical  College  and  of  the 
American  Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences.    The  payment  of  some

The  numl»er,  importance,  and  diversirr  of  the  suhjc^cts 
embraced  within  tiie  Alford  foundatian,  have  rendew^ 
the  filling  of  the  Tacancy,  which  las  ocmrred  in  thai 
Professorship,  as  difficult,  u  h  is  ing>artant.  In  a 
past  year,  a  Committee  of  the  Overseers  suggested  the 
distrflmtion  of  its  dntis  between  two  FraEoBois,    It  hia 
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been  the  earnest  wish  of  the  Corporation  to  comply  with 
that  suggestion.  Difficulties,  arising  partly  from  the  want 
of  funds,  and  partly  from  the  terms  of  the  Alford  founda- 
tion, have  hitherto  obstructed  the  fulfilment  of  that  wish. 
In  the  hope  that  circumstances  might  arise,  which  would 
enable  them,  at  no  distant  period,  to  carry  into  eflfect  the 
suggestion  of  the  Overseers,  and,  either  by  diminishing  the 
number  of  the  objects  of  that  Professorship,  or  modifying 
its  duties,  to  render  the  filling  of  this  vacancy  more  easy  and 
satisfactory,  the  Corporation  have  deemed  it  expedient 
to  postpone  for  the  present  any  nomination  for  that  office. 

In  the  general  prosperous  and  satisfactory  state  of  the 
University,  the  only  point,  in  which  any  of  its  great  inter- 
ests, at  present,  sufier,  and  are  exposed  to  imminent  dan- 
ger, is  that,  which  has  been .  so  often  indicated  to  the 
Overseers  and  the  public.  Its  great  Library,  essentially 
the  property  of  the  community,  continues  exposed  to  daily 
deterioration,  as  well  as  loss  by  fire,  from  the  insufficiency 
and  relative  position  of  the  building,  in  which  it  is  deposit- 
ed. 

The  value  of  that  Library,,  from  its  selectness,  its  ex- 
tent, its  unrivalled  comprehensiveness  in  the  department 
of  American  history,  the  irretrievableness  of  its  loss, 
and  its  constant  exposure  to  gradual  injury,  as  well  as  to 
destruction  by  fire,  have  so  frequently,  and  in  so  many 
forms,  been  brought  before  the  Overseers  and  the  public, 
that  it  may  appear  unduly  pertinacious  again  to  recur 
to  these  topics. 

But  the  nature  and  importance  of  the  subject  render  it 
an  imperative  duty,  not  to  permit  any  proper  occasion  to 
pass  without  renewing  the  suggestions  of  necessity  and 
obligation,  which  are  inseparable  from  the  consideration  of 
it.  Whatever  apathy  or  indifference  may  be  felt  elsewhere, 
and  by  others,  it  is  impossible  for  those  in  its  vicinity,  who 
are  placed  by  their  official  relations  in  a  situation  to  know 
how  invaluable  this  property  is,  how  irreparable  would 
be  its  loss,  and  how  imminent  is  its  danger,  to  refrain  from

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been  the  earnest  wish  of  the  Corporation  to  comply  with 
that  suggestion.  Difficulties,  arising  partly  from  the  want 
of  funds,  and  partly  from  the  terms  of  the  Alford  founda- 
tion, have  hitherto  obstructed  the  fulfilment  of  that  wish. 
In  the  hope  that  circumstances  might  arise,  which  would 
enable  them,  at  no  distant  period,  to  carry  into  eflfect  the 
suggestion  of  the  Overseers,  and,  either  by  diminishing  the 
number  of  the  objects  of  that  Professorship,  or  modifying 
its  duties,  to  render  the  filling  of  this  vacancy  more  easy  and 
satisfactory,  the  Corporation  have  deemed  it  expedient 
to  postpone  for  the  present  any  nomination  for  that  office. 

In  the  general  prosperous  and  satisfactory  state  of  the 
University,  the  only  point,  in  which  any  of  its  great  inter- 
ests, at  present,  sufier,  and  are  exposed  to  imminent  dan- 
ger, is  that,  which  has  been .  so  often  indicated  to  the 
Overseers  and  the  public.  Its  great  Library,  essentially 
the  property  of  the  community,  continues  exposed  to  daily 
deterioration,  as  well  as  loss  by  fire,  from  the  insufficiency 
and  relative  position  of  the  building,  in  which  it  is  deposit- 
ed. 

The  value  of  that  Library,,  from  its  selectness,  its  ex- 
tent, its  unrivalled  comprehensiveness  in  the  department 
of  American  history,  the  irretrievableness  of  its  loss, 
and  its  constant  exposure  to  gradual  injury,  as  well  as  to 
destruction  by  fire,  have  so  frequently,  and  in  so  many 
forms,  been  brought  before  the  Overseers  and  the  public, 
that  it  may  appear  unduly  pertinacious  again  to  recur 
to  these  topics. 

But  the  nature  and  importance  of  the  subject  render  it 
an  imperative  duty,  not  to  permit  any  proper  occasion  to 
pass  without  renewing  the  suggestions  of  necessity  and 
obligation,  which  are  inseparable  from  the  consideration  of 
it.  Whatever  apathy  or  indifference  may  be  felt  elsewhere, 
and  by  others,  it  is  impossible  for  those  in  its  vicinity,  who 
are  placed  by  their  official  relations  in  a  situation  to  know 
how  invaluable  this  property  is,  how  irreparable  would 
be  its  loss,  and  how  imminent  is  its  danger,  to  refrain  from 


bringing  the  subject  to  the  recollection  of  its  guardians 
and  friends,  and  urging  them,  by  every  motive  of  duty 
and  interest,  in  some  form  and  by  some  method  to  relieve 
this  great  property,  and  most  precious  inheritance,  from 
its  present  state  of  deterioration  and  danger.

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ed  satisfactorily  by  Joel  Giles,  A.  B.,  Tutor  id  Natural,  lotellectual, 
and  Moral  Philosophy. 

Instruction  in  this  branch  has  Been  conducted  through  studies  and  reci- 
tations in  Stewart's  Elements  of  the  Philosophy  of  the  Mind  ;  Paley's 
Moral  Philosophy  ;  Brown's  Philosophy  of  the  Human  Mind,  abridged 
by  Dr.  Hedge  ;  Say's  Polidcal  Economy  ;  and  Story  on  the  Coosti- 
tution  of  the  United  States. 

These  studies  commenced,  with  the  Junior  year,  in  Stewart's  Ele- 
ments ;  the  first  volume  of  which  the  Class  finished  about  the  middle 
of  October.

During  the  past  year,  the  Hollis  Professor  of  Mathematics  and 
Natural  Philosophy  being  excused  from  teaching  by  recitations  and 
having  relinquished  a  third  part  of  his  salary,  instruction  in  this  depart- 
ment was .  placed  under  the   superintendence  of  Benjamin  Peirce, 


•  •• 
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Tutor  of  Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosopliy ;  assisted  by  Andrew  P. 
Peabody,  Proctor. 

Instruction  in  this  branch  commenced  in  the  Freshman  year^  with 
recitations  from  Walker's  Geometry,  which  was  completed  in  the  first 
term.  To  this  the  study  of  Smyth's  Algebra  succeeded.  This  was 
fobbed  by  the  end  of  the  second  term  ;  and  by  the  end  of  the  Fresh- 
mao  year,  the  Class  finished  the  study  of  Trigonometry  and  Analytic 
Geometry. 

Instruction  was  continued  in  the  Sophomore  yeary  by  recitations  in 
the  Application  of  Algebra  to  Geometry  ;  to  which  Trigonometry  suc- 
ceeded, then  Topography,  and  then  Fluxions.  With  these,  instruc- 
tion in  Pure  Mathematics  terminated,  about  the  end  of  the  Sophomore 
year.

This  is,  at  present,  under  the  superintendence  of  Edward  T.  Chan- 
niog,  A.  M«,  Boylston  Professor  of  Rhetoric  and  Oratory ;  assisted  in 
the  latter  by  Jonathan  Barber,  Al.  D.  « 

Instruction  in  reading  and  declamation  was  given  to  the  Freshman 
ClasM^  every  day  in  the  week  through  the  first  half  of  the  year  by 
Dr.  Barber ;  the  Class  being  heard  by  sections  ;  two  sections  attend- 
ing every  alternate  week,  aUer  morning  prayers  ;  each  section  having 
three  exeicises  in  reading  cr  declamation  every  week.  In  the  latter 
half  of  tlie  year  it  was  thouaht  that  Dr.  Barber's  services  might  be 
more  advaougeoosly  directed  to  the  Senior  and  Junior  Classes,  and 
they  were  accordingly  so  applied. 
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In  the  Sophomore  year^  the  Class,  under  the  instruction  of  die  Pro- 
fessor, commenced  Lowth's  Grammar  in  the  first  term,  and  finished  it 
in  about  nine  wceks^  at  the  rate  of  ten  pages  an  exercise.  To  Lowth 
succeeded  Whately's  Rhetoric,  which  the  Class  finished  in  about 
twenty  weeks ^  at  the  rate  of  one  lecture  an  exercise.  The  study  of 
Hedge's  Loeic  followed.  This  was  finished  by  the  end  of  the  year, 
at  die  rate  of  about  twelve  pages  the  lesson. 

The  Sophomores  attended  the  Professor  in  the  above  studies  on 
Mondays  and  Wednesdays  from  10  to  12  A.  M.,  and  were  heard  in 
sections  or  divisions,  as  was  most  convenient ;  and  also  attended  with 
Themes  at  the  Study  Bell,  from  one  to  two  hours,  as  was  found 
necessary,  every  Saturday ;  the  Class  bringing  in  their  Themes  by 
divisions  every  week,  a  division  each  week,  at  the  Study  Bell. 

In  addition  to  the  above  the  Professor,  attended  to  the  hearing  of 
the  Sophomore  Class  in  either  reading  or  declamadon  one  hour,  two 
days  in  the  week,  after  morning  prayers ;  one  section  attending  every 
week ;  each  student  having  one  exercise  in  reading  and  declamation

Dr.  Barber  heard  this  Class  either  in  reading  or  declamation  in 
sections  on  four  days  of  the  week,  an  hour  being  given  to  each  section. 

In  the  Senior  year  this  branch  was  conducted  wholly  through  the 

medium  of  themes  and  decIamaUons ;  each  of  which  occupied  a  like 

dme,  and  was  conducted  in  the  same  manner  by  the  respecdve  in- 

structers,  as  is  above  specified  in  relation  to  the  Junior  year.     Decla-

Depabtmcnt  of  Greek. 

This  is  at  present  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Rev.  John  S. 
Popkin,  D.  D.,  Eliot  Professor  of  Greek  Literature :  and  of  Cornelius 
C.  Felton,  A.  M.,  Professor  of  Greek  and  Permanent  Tutor. 

Instruction  in  Greek  commences  with  .  the  Freshman  Class^  m 
DalzePs  Collectanea  Maiora. 

They  recite,  dnring  that  year,  about  274  pages  of  volume  first,  and 
80  pages  of  volume  second.  These  they  also  review  in  the  course  of 
the  year.  Besides  which  they  have  a  Sunday  lesson,  recited  every 
lik>oday  morning,  of  about  five  pages  of  Griesbach's  New  Testament, 
banning  with  the  Acts.  On  Saturday  rooming  the  Class  are  heard 
in  Greek  Grammar  or  Roman  Antiquities. 

Instruction  in  this  branch  is  continued  in  the  Sophomore  year, 
commeDcing  with  Sophocles  in  the  Collectanea ;  the  second  volume 
of  which  b  finished,  as  also  that  part  of  the  first  volume,  which  was 
omitled  in  the  Freshman  year,  with  a  review  of  all  the  lessons  recited 
this  year.  In  this  year  the  recitations  are  all  in  the  regular  Classics. 
-  Instnictioo,  in  this  branch,  in  the  Junior  year,  is  continued  with  the 
niad,  eleven  or  twelve  books  of  which  will  probably  be  read  and 
reviewed  by  the  end  of  the  second  term.

Dbpabtment  or  Chemistry,  Mineralogy,  and  Geology. 

This  is  at  present  under  the  superintendence  of  John  W.  Wehster, 
M.  D.,  Erving  Professor  of  Chemistry  and  Mineralogy. 

During  the  first,  and  part  of  the  second  term,  the  Erving  Profes- 
sor is  occupied  in  giving  lectures  daily  in  the  Medical  School,  to  the 
medical  students  four  months,  including  the  winter  vacation. 
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Instruction  in  Chemistry,  at  Cambridge,  begins  with  the  Juniarif  as 
soon  after  the  commencement  of  the  second  term  as  the  Medical 
Lectures  and  Examinations  for  Medical  Degrees  close  in  Boston,  and 
continues  on  Tuesdays,  Thursdays,  and  Saturdays,  at  10  o'clock, 
A.  M.,  through  the  lerm«  ending  about  tlie  middle  of  the  third  term. 
The  Seniors  have  liberty  to  attend. 

The  Seniors  comirttence  the  study  of  Mineralogy  in  the  third  term, 
as  soon  as  the  Professor  has  finished  Chemistry  with  the  Juniors  } 
attending  at  the  2nd  hour  before  the  prayer-bell  in  the  afteinoon, 
and  continuing  to  the  end  of  the  term. 

The  instruction  to  the  Juniors  is  given  by  lectures,  and  examina- 
tions with  the  text-book;  an  examination  preceding  each  lecture. 
The  time  employed,  being  as  much  as  the  arrangements  for  other 
studies  permit,  is  as  follows : —

Department  of  Modern  Lanouages. 

This  is  at  present  under  the  superintendence  of  George  Ticknor, 
A.  M.,  Smith  Professor  of  the  French  and  Spanish  Languages  and 
Literature,  and  Professor  of  Belles  Leitres  ;  assisted  by  four  mstruc- 
ters,  viz.  Francis  Sales,  Esq.,  Instructer  in  French  and  Spanish; 
Pietro  Bachi,  A.  M.,  J.  U.  D.,  Instructer  in  Italian  ;  Charles  Follen, 
J.  U.  D.,  Professor  of  the  German  Language  and  Literature;  and 
Francis  M.  J.  Surault,  Instructer  in  French. 

The  principles  which  regulate  the  study  of  the  modem  languages 
are  these  :  1.  No  student  is  compelled  to  study  any  one  of  them.  2. 
A  student  choosing  to  study  any  one,  is  bound  to  persevere ;  he  is  not 
permitted  to  quit  the  study  until  he  has  learnt  the  language.  3.  Those, 
who  enter  upon  the  study  of  any  language,  are  formed  into  sections, 
and  carried  forward  according  to  their  proficiency,  without  reference 
to  the  distinction  of  Classes.  4.  The  Instructers  are  paid  only  for  one 
half  their  time,  and  the  days  of  instruction  are  Mondays,  Wednesdays, 
and  Fridays. 

The  Recitations  are  held  generally. during  study  hours;  or  A.  M. 
from  Study  Bell  till  12  o'cbck,  and  P.  M.  from  2  o'clock  till  prayers ; 
but,  to  avoid  interference  with  recitations  in  other  branches,  some  sec- 
tions have  been  heard  from  12  to  I  o'clock,  and  sotae  in  the  evening, 
during  the  past  year. 

Two  things  should  be  borne  in  mind,  when  considering  the  state  of 
this  department  during  the  academical  year  of  1832  -  3. 

L  Neither  Freshmen  nor  Seniors  attended  in  it,  except  as  volun^ 
teen ;  that  is,  the  Students  pursuing  the  study  of  some  language  en- 
tirely beyond  the  regular  course.  The  regular  Students,  therefore, 
were  all  either  Sophomores  or  Juniors,  who  chose  some  Modern  Lan- 
guage, as  a  substitute  for  other  prescribed  studies. 

2.  The  Graduates  attending  on  the  instructions  of  this  department, 
whose  number  is  considerable,  are  not  noted.

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TREASURER'S   STATEMENT. 


The  Treasurer  begs  leave  herewith  to  present  his  annual  state- 
ment of  the  pecuniary  concerns  of  the  College. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  account  No.  I.  shows  the  whole 
amount  of  receipts  and  payments  during  the  College  year. 

No.  11.  the  actual  income  and  expenditure  for  the  general  pur- 
poses of  the  College,  and  the  instruction  of  the  Undergraduates. 

No.  III.  the  accounts  for  the  special  accommodation  of  the  stu- 
dents, —  and  ,        ^ 

No.  IV.  the  state  of  the  Law  and  Divinity  Schools,  the  fund  for 
the  Professorship  of  Natural  History,  and  the  Rumford  Legacy. 

These,  with  the  other  accounts  and  the  Trial  Balance  of  the 
books,  are  intended  to  present  a  clear  view  of  the  College  funds  and 
property. 

It  may  be  remarked,  that  the  amount  received  from  the  term  bills 
is  about  two  thousand  dollars  less  than  the  year  preceding,  —  but  the 
income  for  the  general  purposes  of  the  College  has  exceeded  the 
expenditure. 

The  large  sum  expended  m  books  for  the  Law  School,  this  year, 
and  charged  to  that  account,  has  prevented  any  diminution  in  the 
balance  against  it.  The  cost  of  the  Dane  Law  College  having 
exceeded  the  amount  placed  with  the  Corporation  for  this  purpose, 
the  excess  ($  3667*20)  has  been  supplied  from  the  general  funds  of 
the  College.* 

The  meeting-house  of  the  First  Parish  in  Cambridge  being  found 
inconvenient  for  the  purposes  of  the  annual  College  exercises,  and 
requiring  considerable  repairs,  an  arrangement  was  made  with  the 
proprietors,  whereby  they  have  conveyed  to  the  College  the  parson- 
age and  meeting-bouse  lots,  —  and  the  College  has  erected  a  new 
meeting-house  for  the  Parish,  at  an  expense  of  about  12,500  dollars, 

*  The  account  of  the  Medical  School  is  kept  separately  hy  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Medical  Faculty  of  the  College,  and  does  not  appear  in  the  College  books,  but  is 
annuaUy  audited  by  the  College  Treasurer,  and  shows  a  small  balance  in  its  favor.

besides  the  land  on  which  it  stands. «—  It  is  supposed  that  the  supe- 
rior accommodation  afforded  to  the  College  by  the  new  meeting- 
house, and  the  value  of  the  land  ceded  by  the  Parish,  and  its 
importance  to  the  College  from  its  situation,  will  be  an  equivalent 
for  this  expense. 

The  Natural  History  fund  has  unavoidably  diminished  about  700 
dollars.  It  is  hoped  that  after  the  legacy  of  the  Hon.  Joshua  Fisher 
of  Beverly  (20,000  dollars)  is  received  and  applied  to  the  professor- 
ship of  this  department,  the  decrease  in  this  valuable  fund  will  be 
lessened  if  not  wholly  prevented. 

A  legacy  of  10,000  dollars  has  been  left  by  Miss  Sarah  Jackson, 
the  income  of  which  is  to  be  applied  in  aid  of  the  Students  in  the 
Divinity  School. 

The  appropriations  for  the  Library  this  year  have  been  neces- 
sarily limited  to  the  actual  wants  of  the  College,  —  the  state  of  the 
funds  not  warranting  any  extra  expenditure,  —  nor  is  it  perceived 
that  any  considerable  addition  can  be  afforded  during  the  coming 
year? 

In  consequence  of  the  advanced  price  of  many  articles,  it  has 
been  deemed  proper  to  increase  the  amount  paid  to  the  contractor 
of  the  commons  from  $1-76  to  $1-90  per  week  for  the  ensuing  year. 

It  will  be  perceived  that  the  income  of  the  College  from  some 
sources,  has  rather  diminished,  but  it  is  believed  that  the  receipts  of 
the  year  now  commenced  will  be  equal  to  the  disbursements.

Hie  President  of  the  Semmary,  in  conformity  with  the 
directions  of  the  Board,  respectfuUy 

REPORTS, 

That  the  general  state  of  the  seminary,  during  the 
past  academic  year  and  imtil  the  middle  of  May  last,  was 
satisfactory.  The  disposition  of  the  undergraduates,  as  it 
respects  obedience  to  the  laws  of  the  seminary,  and  attend- 
ance on  their  required  duties,  had,  at  no  time,  been  more 
exemplary  than  during  the  eight  months  antecedent  to 
that  period. 

The  disturbances  which  then  occurred,  their  origin,  na- 
ture, and  course,  have  been  already  the  subject  of  inquiry 
by  th§  Board  of  Overseers.  The  result  of  that  inqiury,  as 
stated  m  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  that  subject,  and 
accepted  unanimously  by  the  Board  of  Overseers,  was 
published  at  the  time,  and  transmitted  to  every  member 
of  the  Board,  as  then  constituted. 

During  the  present  academic  year,  the  undergraduates 
have  manifested  a  satbfactory  degree  of  attention  to  their 
exercises,  and  their  conduct  has  generally  been  studious 
and  orderly. 

Since  the  commencement  of  the  present  academic  year, 
eighty-three  students  have  been  admitted  into  the  several 
classes  of  undergraduates.  The  number  admitted  into  all 
the  schools  of  the  University,'  during  the  same  period,  is 
two  hundred  and  twenty-five. 

Conformably  to  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Overseers, 
expressed  in  theu*  vote  of  the  13  th  of  February  last,  a 
collection  of  all  the  constitutional  articles  and  legislative 


enactmeDts  relative  to  the  Board  of  Overseers  and  the 
Corporation,  and  also  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Overseers,  has  been   prepared,   and  is  annexed   to  this 
Report.

Department  of  Theologt. 

This,  during  the  past  year,  has  been  exclusively  under  the  super- 
btendence  of  the  Rev.  Henry  Ware,  D.  D.,  Hollis  Professor  of 
Divioity. 

This  branch  was  pursued  in  the  first  term  of  the  Junior  year,  on 
Tuesdays  and  Thursdays,  from  X  to  XII,  A.  M.  This  extended 
through  the  first  term,  the  Class  being  heard  in  Divisions  an  hour 
each,  and  was  continued  through  the  first  four  weeks  of  the  second 
term* 

Id  the  first  term,  the  study  of  Paley's  Evidences  of  Christianity 
commenced,  and  wzs  pursued  in  recitations,  two  hours  per  week  by 
lessons  of  about  ten  pages  each,  until  the  end  of  November,  by  which 
time  the  book  was  finished.  The  class  then  entered  upon  the  study 
of  Butler's  Analogy  ;  the  first  part  of  which  was  finished  by  the  end 
of  the  fourth  week  of  the  second  term,  after  which,  instruction  in  the 
branch  closed  for  the  Junior  year. 

Id  the  second  term,  the  Seniors  commenced  this  branch  ;  and 
Lectures  on  the  New  Testament  were  given  to  the  whole  Class  by 
the  Professor  three  times  a  week,  viz.  on  Mondays,  Tuesdays,  and 
Wednesdays,  for  one  hour  each  day,  an  hour  before  the  prayer-bell  in 
the  afternoon.    The  exercises  included  Questions  on  the  Lecture. 

Instruction  in  this  branch  closed  with  this  term.  —  Besides  the 
duties  above  enumerated.  Dr.  Ware  performed  die  Chapel  morning 
and  evening  services  alternately  with  the  Rev.  Henry  Ware,  jun. 
The  Sabbath  services  were  performed  one  half  by  him,  and  the  other 
half  by  the  Rev.  Henr)'  Ware,  jun.  and  the  Rev.  John  Gorham 
Palfirey.  He  also  attended  exercises  in  the  Theological  School  three 
afiemooos  in  a  week,  firom  one  to  two  hours.

PoLiTT,  AMD  Political  Economt. 

The  Alford  Professorship  of  Natural  Religion,  Moral  Phibsophy, 
and  Civil  Polity  having  become  vacant  in  consequence  of  the  resig- 
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nation  of  Levi  Hedge,  LL.  D.,  that  department  has  been  conduct* 
ed  satisfactorily  by  Joel  Giles,  A.  B.,  Tutor  in  Natural,  Intellectual, 
and  Moral  Philosophy. 

Instruction  in  this  branch  has  been  conducted  through  studies,  reci- 
tations, and  written  analyses  in  Stewart's  Elements  of  the  Philosophy 
of  the  Mind  ;  Paley's  Moral  Philosophy  ;  Locke's  Essay  concerning 
Human  Understanding ;  Say's  Political  Economy ;  and  Story  on  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States.

This  is,  at  present,  under  the  superiotendence  of  Edward  T.  Cbaa^ 
ning,  A.  M,,  Boylston  Professor  of  Rhetoric  and  Oratory ;  assisted  is 
the  latter  by  Jonathan  Barber,  M.  D. 

Instruction  in  rearding  and  declamation  was  given  to  the  IVeshman 
Ckus^  every  day  in  the  week  through  the  first  half  of  the  year  by 
Dr.  Barber ;  the  Class  being  heard  by  sections ;  two  sections  attend- 
ing every  alternate  week,  after  morning  prayers ;  each  section  having 
three  exercises  in  reading  or  declamation  every  week.  In  the  latter 
half  of  the  year  it  was  thought  that  Dr.  Barber's  services  might  be 
more  advantageously  directed  to  the  Senior  and  Junior  Classes,  and 
they  were  accordingly  so  applied. 

Exerdses  fyc.  of  the  Prrfeaar. 

The  Sophomore  Class  commenced  Lowtb's  Grammar  in  the  first 
term,  and  finished  it  in  about  nine  tveeksj  at  the  rate  of  ten  pages  an 
exercise.  To  Lowth  succeeded  Whately's  Rhetoric,  wluch  the  Ckss 
finished  in  about  twenty  weeks^  at  the  rate  of  twelve  pages  an  eieveise^ 
Whately's  Logic  followed,  but  was  not  finished  by  the  end  of  the 
year,  as  the  Class  was  absent  the  last  half  of  the  third  term.

Themes  were  deivered  in  by  this  Class  every  other  Friday,  in  the 
three  horns  preceding  prayers  in  the  afternoon.  Declamations  eveiy 
Sntoiday  fbroiooo  one  hour,  during  the  first  and  second  terms. 

To  the  Semion  he  gave  instruction  through  the  medium  of  themes 
and  declamations ;  each  of  which  occupied  a  like  time,  and  was  con- 
dnded  in  the  same  manner,  as  is  above  specified  in  relation  to  the 
JoHor  je9t.

Department  of  Gbsek* 

During  the  past  year  this  department  was  under  the  superinten- 
dence of  Cornelius  Conway  Felton,  A.  M.,  Eliot  Professor  of  Greek 
Literature,  and  of  Christopher  Dunkin,  A.  B.,  as  Instructer. 

The  instruction  in  Greek  commenced  with  the  Freshman  Class, 
in  Xenophon's  Anabasis,  the  Class  being  arranged  as  usual  in  four 
equal  sections  by  alphabetic  division.     Early  in  the  first  term,  a  large 

Eroportion  of  the  Class  expressed  themselves  willing,  and  were  judged 
y  the  department  able,  to  pursue  their  reading  in  advance  of  the  rest, 
as  proposed  by  the  regulations  for  voluntary  studies.  To  effect  this 
object,  a  new  arrangement  was  required,  and  the  Class  was  therefore 
again  divided  into  four  sections,  two  of  which  should  pursue  the  regular 
and  two  the  advancing  course.  At  the  sanoe  time,  the  s}'stem  of 
devoting  alternate  weeks  to  the  Greek  and  Latin  departments  was 
given  up,  and  each  Student  was  required  to  attend  a  recitation  daily  in 
both  languages  for  the  first  five  days  of  the  week,  half  the  Class 
recitins  in  each  by  turns  on  Saturday. 

Dunng  the  year  the  whole  Class  read  and  reviewed  the  Anabasis 
of  Xenophon,  and  the  Crown  Oration  of  JEschines,  and  the  two  ad- 
vancing sections  read  in  addition,  the  Crown  Oration  of  Demosthenes. 
The  whole  Class  presented  a  written  exercise  in  Greek  compositioa 
every  other  week. 

Instruction  with  the  Sophomores  began  with  the  (Edipus  Tyraonus 
of  Sophocles.  It  was  continued  with  the  (Edipus  Coloneus  and  the 
Antigone  of  Sophocles,  and  the  Alcestis  of  Euripides.  These  four 
Tragedies  were  substituted  for  that  portion  of  the  Graeca  Majora 
which  had  been  usually  studied  by  the  Sophomore  Class.  It  was 
thought  advisable  by  the  department^  to  use  entire  works  of  the  Greek 
Classic  authors  in  the  place  of  a  book  of  extracts.  The  Sophomores 
of  this  year  presented  a  written  exercise  in  Greek  on  Thursday  of 
each  Greek  week,  instead  of  the  forenoon  recitation.  In  all  ether 
respects  the  Studies  of  the  Sophomore  Class  have  been  the  same,  that 
is,  in  regard  to  hours  and  the  amount  of  time  occupied  in  the  recita- 
tions, as  in  preceding  years. 

Instruction  in  this  branch  with  die  Junior  Class  was  continued  with 
the  Iliad  ;  eleven  or  twelve  books  of  which  were  read  or  reviewed  by 
the  end  of  the  second  term,  and  in  the  third  the  Iliad  was  continued  or 
reviewed. 

Between  the  studies  of  the  Greek  and  Latin  languages  there][wa8  an 
mlternation  in  those  branches  with  the  Sophomore  and  Junior  Classes. 
Two  sections  recited  one  week  in  Latin,  while  the  other  two  recited  in 
Greek,  and  so  alternately.

Thomas  Nuttall,  A.  M.,  Lecturer  on  Botany  and  Zoology,  and 
Curator  of  the  Botanical  Garden,  having  resigned  that  office^  Thad- 
deus  William  Harris,  Librarian  of  the  University,  at  the  recjuest  of  the 
Corporation  took  charge  of  instruction  in  this  department.  Tht3 
commenced  in  the  third  term,  in  Smeliie's  Philosophy  of  NatMral 
History,  to  the  Senior  Class,  and  consisted  of  sixteen  recitations;  tQ 
which  he  added  voluntary  Lectures  on  Botany.  The  recitations  in 
Smellie  are  occasionally  accompanied  by  short  Lectures,  on  Zoological 
6ubjects ;  occupying  an  hour  in  the  morning  or  forenoon  every  day. 

Voluntary  Lectures  are  also  given  to  the  Senior  and  Ji^nior  Classes^ 
in  the  third  term,  three  times  a  week.

Department  or  Modern  Languages. 

This  is  at  present  under  the  superintendence  of  Greorge  Ticknor, 
A.  M.,  Smith  Professor  of  the  French  and  Spanish  Languages  and 
Literature,  and  Professor  of  Belles  Lettres ;  assisted  by  four  instruc- 
ters,  viz.  Francis  Sales,  Esq.,  Instructer  in  French  and  Spanish  ; 
Pietro  Bachi,  A.  M.,  J.  U.  D.,  Instructer  in  Italian  ;  Charles  FoUen, 
J.  U.  D.,  Professor  of  the  German  Language  and  Literature  ;  and 
Francis  M.  J.  Surault,  Instructer  in  French. 

The  principles  which  regulate  the  study  of  the  modem  languages 
are  these  :  I .  No  student  is  compeHed  to  study  any  one  of  them.  2. 
A  student  choosing  to  study  any  one,  is  bound  to  persevere  ;  be  is  not 
permitted  to  quit  the  study  until  he  has  learned  the  language.  3.  Tbose^ 
who  enter  upon  the  study  of  any  language^  are  formed  into  sections^ 
and  carried  forward  according  to  their  proficiency,  without  reference 
to  the  distinction  of  Classes.  4.  The  Instructers  are  paid  only  for  one 
half  their  time,  and  the  days  of  instruction  are  Mondays,  Wednesdays, 
and  Fridays. 

The  Recitations  are  held  generally  during  study  hours ;  or  A.  M. 
from  Study  Bell  till  12  o'clock,  and  r.  M.  from  2  o'clock  tfll  prayers; 
but,  to  avoid  interference  with  recitations  in  oth^  branches,  soin^  sec- 
tions have  been  heard  from  12  to  1  o'clock,  and  spme  in  the  evening, 
during  the  past  year.

TREASURER'S    STATEMENT. 


The  Treasurer  begs  leave  herewith  to  present  his  aDoual  state- 
meDt  of  the  pecuniary  concerns  of  the  College. 

It  will  be  obsenred  that  the  account  No«  I.  shows  the  whole 
amount  of  receipts  and  payments  during  the  College  year. 

No.  11.  the  actual  income  and  expenditure  (or  the  general  pur- 
poses of  the  College,  and  the  instruction  of  the  Undergraduates* 

No.  III.  the  accounts  for  the  special  accommodation  of  the  stu- 
dentSy  —  and 

No.  IT.  the  State  of  the  Law  and  Divinity  Schools,  the  fund  ibr 
the  Professorship  of  Natural  History,  and  the  Rumford  Legacy. 

These,  with  the  other  accounts  and  the  Trial  Balance  of  the 
books,  are  intended  to  present  a  clear  view  of  the  College  funds 
and  property. 

It  will  be  perceived  on  comparing  the  present  Statement  with 
those  of  the  preceding  years,  that  some  of  the  items  of  expense 
are  unusually  large,  and  others  out  of  the  regular  course.  The 
most  important  of  these  are  noted  at  foot,  and  consist  of  extra 
repairs  required  on  University  Hall, — repairs  and  improvements 
OD  Houses  and  Lands  in  Cambridge  (by  which  a  greater  rent  is 
obtained),  —  preparing  the  new  Meeting-House  for  Commencement 
purposes  and  purchase  of  pews,  —  and  expenses  growing  out  of 
the  disturbances  at  Cambridge  in  the  early  part  of  the  season. 
The  aggregate  of  the  above  items  is  about  four  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars,  and  there  has  been  also  a  diminution  of  the 
actual  income  of  the  College  by  the  purchase  of  the  parsonage 
land  in  Cambridge.  Still,  owing  to  favorable  investments  during 
the  year,  the  Income  of  the  College  has  proved  equal  to  the  ex- 
penditure,— and  with  care  to  avoid  any  unnecessary  increase  in 
expense  it  may  be  expected  to  prove  so  for  the  year  to  come. 

By  the  decease  of  Mrs.  Gore  the  College  has  come  into  pos- 
session of  the  property  left  by  the  will  of  the  late  Governor  Gore, 
which,  after  paying  the  Legacies  and  setting  apart  a  capital  of

thirty-eight  thousand  dollars,  the  interest  of  which  is  to  be  applied 
to  the  payment  of  certain  annuities  charged  upon  the  property  by 
the  Testator,  will  leave  about  forty-four  thousand  dollars  applica- 
ble to  the  general  purposes  of  the  College, — and  on  the  decease 
of  the  annuitants  the  capital  of  thirty-eight  thousand  dollars  above- 
mentioned  will  be  available  to  the  College.  This  bequest  of 
Governor  Gore  is  by  far  the  largest  the  College  has  received  from 
any  individual,  and  is  left  without  restriction  as  to  the  objects  to 
which  it  may  be  applied. 

The  College  has  also  come  into  possession  of  the  legacy  of  the 
late  Dr.  Joshua  Fisher  of  Beverly,  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  for 
a  Professorship  of  Natural  History. 

The  Legacy  of  the  late  Dr.  Eliphalet  Porter  of  one  thousand 
dollars  for  Theological  purposes,  has  been  received  since  the  close 
of  the  past  College  year:  —  and  recently  the  Treasurer  has  re- 
ceived of  the  Trustees,  under  the  will  of  the  late  John  McLean, 
Esq.,  the  amount  of  his  bequest  to  the  College  for  a  Professorship 
of  History,  amounting  to  20,552  ^^  dollars.

by  entries  made  herein.  They  have  also  noticed  all  payments,  both  of  prin- 
cipal and  interest,  endorsed  on  any  of  said  bonds  or  notes,  and  seen  that  the 
amounts  so  endorsed  have  been  duly  credited  to  the  College. 

They  have  carefully  examined  all  notes,  bonds,  mortgages,  and  other  seca- 
lities  invested  during  the  said  year,  and  are  of  opinion  that  all  such  invest- 
ments are  judiciously  made  and  amply  secured. 

They  have  in  like  manner  satisfied  themselves  that  all  the  entries  for 
moneys  expended  by  the  Treasurer,  or  in  any  way  charged  to  the  College, 
are  well  vouched ;  such  of  them  as  are  not  supported  by  counter  entries  being 
proved  by  regular  vouchers  and  receipts,  with  the  exception  of  petty  charges 
and  expenses,  which  from  their  nature  do  not  admit  of  this  kind  of  evidence. 

The  Committee  have  also  seen  that  all  the  entries  for  said  year  are  duly 
transferred  to  the  Leger,  and  that  the  accounts  there  are  rightly  cast  and  the 
balances  carried  forward  correctly  to  new  accounts.  Eastern  Lands'  value 
still  onascertained.

they  shall  repeal  the  said  order,  or  orders,  if  they  shall  see 
cause,  at  their  next  meeting,  or  stand  accountable  therecrf* 
to  the  next  General  Court.

It  is  therefore  ordered,  and  enacted  by  this  Court,  and 
the  authority  thereof,  that  for  the  furthering  of  so  good  a 
work  and  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  from  henceforth  that 
the  ssdd  College,  in  Cambridge  in  Middlesex,  in  New  Eng* 
land,  shall  be  a  Corporation,  consisting  of  seven  persons,  to 
wit,  a  President,  five  Fellows,  and  a  Treasurer  or  Bur- 
sar :  and  that  Henry  Dunster  shall  be  the  first  President, 
Samuel  Mather,  Samuel  Danfbrth,  Masters  of  Arts,  Jona- 
than Mitchell,  Comfort  Starr,  and  Samuel  Eaton,  Bachelors 
of  Arts,  shall  be  the  five  Fellows,  and  Thomas  Danforlh  to 
be  present  Treasurer,  all  of  them  being  mhabitants  in  the 
Bay,  and  shall  be  the  first  seven  persons  of  which  the  said 
Corporation  shall  consist :  and  that  the  said  seven  persons, 
or  the  greater  number  of  them,  procuring  the  presence  of 
the  Overseers  of  the  College,  and  by  their  counsel  and 
consent,  shall  have  power,  and  are  hereby  authorized,  at 
any  time  or  times,  to  elect  a  new  President,  Fellows,  or 
Treasurer,  so  oft,  and  from  time  to  time,  as  any  of  the  said 
person  or  persons  shall  die,  or  be  removed,  which  said  Pre- 
sident and  Fellows,  for  the  time  being,  shall  for  ever  here- 
after, in  name  and  fact,  be  one  body  politic  and  corporate 
in  law,  to  all  intents  and  purposes ;  and  shall  have  perpetu- 
al succession ;  and  shall  be  called  by  the  name  of  President 
and  Fellows  of  Harvard  College,  and  shall,  from  time  to 
time,  be  eligible  as  aforesaid.  And  by  that  name  they,  and 
their  successors,  shall  and  may  purchase  and  acquire  to 
themselves,  or  take  and  receive  upon  free-gift  and  donation, 
any  lands,  tenements,  or  hereditaments,  within  this  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Massachusetts,  not  exceeding  the  value  of  five 
hundred  pounds  per  annum,  and  any  goods  and  sums  of 
money  whatsoever,  to  the  use  and  behoof  of  the  said  Pre- 
sident, Fellows,  and  scholars  of  the  said  College :  and  also 
may  sue  and  plead,  or  be  sued  and  impleaded  by  the  name 
aforesaid,  in  sdl  Courts  and  places  of  judicature,  withm  the 
jurisdiction  aforesaid. 
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And  that  the  said  President,  with  any  three  of  the  Fel- 
lows, shall  have  power,  and  are  hereby  authorized,  when 
they  shall  think  fit,  to  make  .and  appoint  a  common  seal, 
for  the  use  of  the  ssdd  Corporation.  And  the  President 
and  Fellows,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  from  time  to  time, 
may  meet  and  choose  such  officers  and  servants  for  the 
College,  and  make  such  allowance  to  them,  and  them  also 
to  remove,  and  after  death,  or  removal,  to  choose  such 
others,  and  to  make,  from  time  to  time,  such  orders  and 
by-laws,  for  the  better  ordering,  and  carrying  on  the  work 
of  the  College,  as  they  shall  th'mk  fit :  Provided,  the  said 
orders  be  allowed  by  the  Overseers.  And  also,  that  the 
President  and  Fellows,  or  major  part  of  them  with  the 
Treasurer,  shall  have  power  to  make  conclusive  bargains 
for  lands  and  tenements,  to  be  purchased  by  the  said  Cor- 
poration, for  valuable  considerations. 

And  for  the  better  ordering  of  the  government  of  the 
said  College  and  Corporation,  Be  it  enacted  by  the  autho- 
rity aforesaid,  that  the  President,  and  three  more  of  the 
Fellows,  shall  and  may,  from  time  to  time,  upon  due  warn- 
ing or  notice  given  by  the  President  to  the  rest,  hold  a 
meeting,  for  the  debating  and  concluding  of  s^fiairs  concern- 
ing the  profits  and  revenues  of  any  lands  and  disposing  of 
their  goods,  (provided  that  all  the  said  disposings  be  ac- 
cording to  the  will  of  the  donors :)  and  for  direction  in  all 
emergent  occasions ;  execution  of  all  orders  and  by-laws ; 
and  for  the  procuring  of  a  general  meeting  of  all  the 
Overseers  and  Society,  in  great  and  difficult  cases ;  and  in 
cases  of  non-agreement ;  in  all  which  cases  aforesaid,  the 
conclusion  shall  be  made  by  the  major  part,  the  said  Presi- 
dent having  a  casting  voice,  the  Overseers  consenting 
thereunto.  And  that  all  the  aforesaid  transactions  shall 
tend  to,  and  for  the  use  and  behoof  of  the  President,  Fel- 
lows, scholars,  and  officers  of  the  said  College,  and  for  all 
accommodations  of  buildings,  books,  and  all  other  necessary 


provisions^  and  furnitures,  as  may  be  for  the  advancement 
and  education  of  youth,  in  all  manner  of  good  literature, 
arts,  and  sciences.  And  further  be  it  ordered  by  this 
Court,  and  the  authority  thereof  that  all  the  lands,  tene- 
ments, or  hereditaments,  hduses,  or  revenues,  within  this 
jurisdiction,  to  the  aforesaid  President  or  College  apper- 
taining, not  exceeding  the  value  of  five  hundred  pounds 
per  annum,  shall,  from  henceforth,  be  freed  from  all  civil 
impositions,  taxes,  and  rates ;  all  goods  to  the  said  Corpo- 
ration, or  to  any  scholars  thereof  appertaining,  shall  be  ex- 
empted from  all  manner  of  toll,  customs,  and  excise  what- 
soever. And  that  the  said  President,  Fellows,  and  schol- 
ars, together  with  the  servants,  and  other  necessary  oflScers 
to  the  said  President,  or  College  appertaining,  not  exceed- 
ing ten,  viz.  three  to  the  President,  and  seven  to  the  Col- 
lege belonging,  shall  be  exempted  from  all  personal  civil 
offices,  military  exercises,  or  services,  watchings,  and  ward- 
ings :  and  such  of  their  estates,  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
pounds  a  man,  shall  be  free  from  all  country  taxes,  or  rates 
whatsoever,  and  none  others. 

In  witness  whereof,  the  Court  hath  caused  the  seal  of 
the  colony  to  be  hereunto  affixed.  Dated  the  one  and 
thirtieth  day  of  the  third  month,  called  May,  anno  1650.

An  Appendix  to  the  CoUege  Charter,  granted  by  an  Act  of  the 
General  Court  of  the  Colony ,  passed  anno  1657. 

At  a  General  Conrt  held  at  Boeton  the  14th  of  Oct  1657. 

Ik  answer  to  certain  proposals,  presented  to  this  Court 
by  ihe  Overseers  of  Harvard  College,  as  an  appendix  to 
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the  CoUege  Charter  it  is  ordered.  The  corporadon  shall 
have  power,  from  time  to  time,  to  make  such  orders  and 
by-laws,  for  the  better  ordering,  and  carrying  on  of  the 
work  of  the  College,  as  they  shall  see  cause,  without  de- 
pendence upon  the  consent  of  the  Overseers  foregoing : 
Provided  always,  that  the  Corporation  shall  be  responsible 
unto,  and  those  orders  and  by-laws  shall  be  alterable  by,  the 
Overseers  according  to  their  discretion. 

And  when  the  Corporation  shall  hold  a  meeting  for 
agreeing  with  College  servants ;  for  making  of  orders  and 
by-laws ;  for  debating  and  concluding  of  affsurs,  concern- 
ing the  profits  and  revenues  of  any  lands,  or  gifts,  and  the 
disposing  thereof,  (provided  that  all  the  said  disposals  be 
according  to  the  will  of  the  donors ;)  for  managing  of  all 
emergent  occasions ;  for  the  procuring  of  a  general  meeting 
of  the  Overseers  and  Society,  in  great  and  difficult  cases, 
and  in  cases  of  non-agreement ;  and  for  all  other  College 
afifairs  to  them  pertsdning,  —  in  all  these  cases  the  conclu- 
sion shall  be  valid,  being  made  by  the  major  part  of  the 
Corporation,  the  President  having  a  casting  vote :  Provid- 
ed always,  that  in  these  things  also,  they  be  responsible  to 
the  Overseers,  as  aforesaid. 

And  in  case  the  Corporation  shall  see  cause  to  call  a 
meeting  of  the  Overseers,  or  the  Overseers  shall  see  good 
to  meet  of  themselves,  it  shall  be  sufficient  unto  the  validity 
of  College  acts,  that  notice  be  given  to  the  Overseers,  in 
the  six  towns  mentioned  in  the  printed  law,  anno  1642, 
when  the  next  of  the  Overseers,  by  reason  of  the  remote- 
ness of  their  habitations,  cannot  conveniently  be  acquainted 
therewith  • 
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IV. 

At  the  Second  Session  of  the  Oeneral  Court  for  Elections,  held  at 
Boston,  8th  of  October,  1672,  on  their  Adjournment. 

Whereas  by  the  good  hand  of  God,  there  has  beeli 
erected  and  continued  a  College  in  Cambridge  in  the 
county  of  Middlesex,  called  by  the  name  of  Harvard  Col- 
lege, and  that  by  an  Instrument  or  Charter,  dated  the 
31st  of  May  in  the  year  1650,  the  President  and  Fellows 
thereof  were  established  to  be  one  body  corporate  by  the 
authority  of  this  Court:  And  whereas  several  gifts  and 
donations  have  been  made,  and  are  still  making  by  many 
well  devoted  persons,  inhabitants  of  this  country,  as  also 
strangers,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Governors  and  the 
government  thereof,  and  for  all  the  accommodations  of  the 
Scholars  thereof,  in  books,  buildings,  lectures,  scholarships, 
and  all  other  necessary  and  fitting '  provisions,  that  may 
conduce  to  the  education  of  English  and  Indian  youth: 

Now  for  the  perpetuation  and  further  advancement  of  so 
good  a  work,  and  for  the  better  encouragement  of  all  per- 
sons therein  concerned,  or  to  be  concerned,  it  is  ordered 
and  enacted  by  this  Court  and  the  authority  thereof,  that 
Leonard  Hoare,  Doctor  in  Physic,  be  the  present  President 
of  said  Harvard  College,  Mr.  Samuel  Danforth,  Fellow  of 
the  said  College,  Mr.  Urian  Oakes,  Pastor  of  the  Church  of 
Cambridge,  Mr.  Thomas  Shepherd,  teacher  of  the  Church 
of  Charlestown,  Mr.  Joseph  Brown  and  Mr.  John  Richard- 
son, Masters  of  Art,  be  the  Fellows,  and  Mr.  John  Richards 
the  Treasurer  of  the  said  College  and  Corporation  for  the 
time  being ;  and  that  the  President,  Fellows,  and  Treasurer 
of  the  said  College,  or  the  Fellows  alone,  when  there  b  no 
President  established,  and  their  successors  from  time  to 
time  be  the  immediate  Governors  thereof,  and  shall  m  name 

and  fact  for  ever  hereafter  be  one  body  politic  and  corporate 
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in  law,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  and  shall  have  perpetual 
succession,  having  power  and  authority  by  these  presents, 
(procuring  a  meeting  of  the  Overseers,  and  by  their  counsel 
and  consent,)  to  elect  successors  into  the  places  of  any  one 
or  more  of  them  which  shall  be  by  death  or  removal  made 
vacant : — Be  it  also  hereby  authorized  and  enacted,  that 
the  ssdd  Corporation  and  their  successors  shall  have  the 
power  of  constituting,  and  again  at  their  pleasure  removmg 
all  inferior  oflScers  to  the  said  Society  appertaining,  —  and 
all  the  next  and  immediate  government  of  every  member 
of  the  said  Society  according  to  such  orders  and  laws  as 
are  or  shall  be  established  by  the  said  Corporation ;  the 
Overseers  of  the  said  College  allowing  or  not  contradictmg 
the  ssdd  laws,  upon  notice  of  them  given  to  them  at  their 
next  meeting. — And  also  tlie  said  Corporation  and  their 
successors  may  purchase  and  acquire  to  themselves,  or  take 
and  receive  upon  free  gift  any  lands,  tenements,  heredita- 
ments, annuities,  services,  goods,  moneys,  or  other  emolu- 
ments whatsoever,  or  from  whomsoever,  and  (observing 
strictly  the  will  of  the  donors)  dispose  of  the  same  to  the 
use  and  behoof  of  the  said  College  or  any  members  thereof; 
and  the  President  may  warn  a  general  meeting  of  the  said 
Corporation  for  debating  any  of  the  affairs  aforesaid,  —  In 
all  which  cases  the  conclusion  shall  be  made  by  the  major 
part  present,  the  President  having  a  castmg  voice.    And 
that  the  said  Corporation  with  their  distinct  Treasurer  (if 
any  such  be  chosen)  by  the  name  of  the  President,  Fellows, 
and  Treasurer  of  Harvard  College,  may  sue  and  plead,  or 
be  sued  or  impleaded  in  all  Courts  or  places  of  judicature 
within  this  jurisdiction  of  the  Massachusetts  Colony,  to  all 
intents  and  purposes  in  law  and  with  effect,  as  may  any 
private  person  or  body  incorporate ;  only  the  estate  to  the 
Corporation  belonging,  and  not  that  which  belongs  proper 
to  any  member  of  the  said  Corporation,  being  liable  to  such 
impleadments :  also  that  the  said  Corporation  or  any  three

of  them,  the  President  bebg  one,  in  all  crimes  by  the  laws 
of  this  country  punishable  by  one  magistrate,  shall  have  the 
full  power  of  sconsing,  fining,  or  otherwise  correctmg,  all 
inferior  officers  or  members  to  the  said  Society  belonging, 
as  the  laws  of  the  country  provide  in  such  cases,  or  the 
laws  of  the  College  not  repugnant  unto  them :  and  for  that 
end  any  of  the  said  Corporation  shall,  and  hereby  have 
power  personally  with  such  aid  of  the  Society  as  they  shall 
think  meet,  taking  the  constable  along  with  them,  to  enter 
into  any  houses  licensed  for  public  entertainment,  where 
they  shall  be  informed,  or  may  be  suspicious  of  any  enor- 
mities to  be  plotting  or  acting  by  any  members  of  their 
Society;    and  all  constables  and  all  other  inferior  civil 
officers  in  that  place  are  hereby  authorized  and  commanded 
to  be  readily  aiding  and  assisting  to  them  or  any  of  them  in 
the  premises.    Neither  shall  any  person  or  persons  legally 
expelled  the  College,  abide  above  ten  days  in  the  township 
of  Cambridge,  unless  their  parents  live  in  the  said  township. 
And  be  it  also  ordered  and  enacted  by  this  Court  and  the 
authority  thereof,  —  that  all  the  lands,  tenements,  heredita- 
ments or  annuities  within  this  jurisdiction,  to   the  said 
Corporation  appertaining,  not  exceeding  the  value  of  five 
hundred  pounds  per  annum,  shall  be  henceforth  freed  firom 
all  ordinary  civil  impositions,  taxes,  and  rates,  and  all  goods 
to  the  said  Corporation,  or  to  any  scholars  thereof  apper- 
taining, shall  be  exempted  from  all  manner  of  toll,  customs,, 
and  excise  whatsoever,  except  in  cases  of  war,  or  extra- 
ordinary exigencies  of  the  country.   And  moreover  that  the 
said  President,  Fellows,  and  scholars,  together  with  their 
menial  servants,  and  other  necessary  officers,  (not  exceed- 
ing the  number  of  ten,)  shall  be  utterly  exempted  from  all 
personal  and  civil  offices,  military  exercises,  watchings  and 
wardings,  or  the  like  public  services :  And  the  personal 
estates  of  the  sadd  Corporation  and  their  officers  (not  ex- 
ceeding one  hundred  pounds  a  man)  shall  be  also  free4 
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from  the  like  country  taxes  for  ever:  All  and  every  of 
which  premises  we  do  ordain  and  enact  to  be  fully  estab- 
lished for  law,  any  law,  grant,  or  usage  to  the  contrary  in 
any  wise  notwithstanding.

Extracts  from  the  Charter  granted  to  the  Province  ofMassachu- 
$etts  Bax/y  by  King  fViUiam  and  Queen  Mary,  bearing  date  the 
seventh  of  October,  in  the  third  year  of  their  reign,  anno  1691. 

"  Provided  nevertheless,  and  we  do  for  us,  our  heirs, 
and  successors,  grant  and  ordain,  that  all  and  every  such 
lands,  tenements,  hereditaments,  and  all  other  estates, 
which  any  person  or  persons,  bodies  politic  or  corporate, 
towns,  villages,  colleges,  or  schools,  do  hold  and  enjoy,  or 
ought  to  hold  and  enjoy,  within  the  bounds  aforesaid,  by, 
or  under  any  grant  or  estate  duly  made,  or  granted  by  any 
general  court  formerly  held,  or  by  virtue  of  the  letters  patent 
herem  before  recited,  or  by  any  other  lawful  right  or  title 
whatsoever,  shall  be,  by  such  person  and  persons,  bodies 
politic  and  corporate,  towns,  villages,  colleges  or  schools, 
their  respective  heirs,  successors,  and  assigns,  for  ever  here- 
after held  and  enjoyed,  according  to  the  intent  and  purport 
of  such  respective  grant 


— ^ —  "  And  we  do  further,  for  us,  our  heirs,  and  succes- 
sors, give  and  grant  to  the  said  governor,  and  the  great  and 
general  court  of  our  said  provmce  or  territory,  or  assembly, 
for  the  time  bemg,  full  power  and  authority,  from  time  to 
time,  to  make,  ordam,  and  establish  all  manner  of  wholesome

tion, under  several  charters  successively:  It  is  declared, 
that  all  the  said  gifts,  grants,  devises,  legacies,  and  convey- 
ances, are  hereby  for  ever  confirmed  unto  the  President  and 
Fdlows  of  Harvard  Coll^^,  and  to  their  successors  in  the 
capacity  aforesaid,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning 
of  the  donor  or  donors,  grantor  or  grantors,  devisor  or  de- 
visors. 

•SrL  S.  And  whereas  by  an  act  of  the  General  Court  of 
the  colony  of  Massachusetts  Bay,  passed  in  the  year  one 
thousand  six  hundred  and  forty-two,  the  Governor  and 
Deputy  Governor  for  the  time  being,  and  all  the  magistrates 
of  that  jurisdiction  were,  with  the  President,  and  a  number 
of  the  clergy  in  the  said  act  described,  constituted  the 
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Overseers  of  Hanrard  CoUege :  And  it  being  necessary,  in 
this  new  constitution  of  government,  to  ascertain  who  shall 
be  deemed  successors  to  the  said  Grovemor,  Deputy  Gov- 
ernor, and  magistrates ;  It  is  declared,  that  the  Governor, 
Lieutenant-Grovemor,  Council,  and  Senate  of  this  Common-

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of  congragatkxid  cluirclies>  lad  fif- 
withm  the  staite^  to  be  elected 
as  is  korcB  after  HMntioiied,  shall  for  eTer  hereafter  consd- 
tnle  dK  Board  of  Orerseets  of  Hanrard  College ;  thej,  or 
the  Bafor  port  of  them,  present  at  any  legaJ  iiieetiiig;^  to

That  as  soon  as  conren- 
ientlj  maj  be,  after  this  act  shall  be  in  fcHtre,  the  present 
Secietarj  of  die  Board  of  Overseers,  or,  if  that  office  be 
vacant,  the  President,  or  a  major  part  of  the  Fellows  of

Be  it  further  enacted,  That  for  est8d[>li8htng  a 
perpetual  succession  in  the  elective  part  of  the  said  Board, 
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wheneret  a  yacancy  shall  happen  therem,  by  death,  resig*' 
natioBy  or  otherwise,  the  Overseers  may,  at  a  legal  meeting, 
by  a  majority  of  the  votes  present,  fill  up  such  vacancy,  by 
electing  therefor  some  suitable  person,  who  shall  be  an  in- 
habitant of  the  state.  Provided  however,  that  no  minbter 
of  any  congregational  church  shall  be  so  elected,  when 
there  are  fifteen  ministers  of  con^egational  churches  mem- 
bers of  the  elective  part  of  the  said  Board ;  nor  shall  any

1  St  The  annual  meeting  of  this  Board  shall  be  hereafter 
holden  in  Boston,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  of  the 
regular  sessions  of  the  Legislature ;  and,  with  the  permis- 
sion of  the  Senate,  in  the  Senate  Chamber. 

2d.  There  shall  be  laid  before  the  Board  at  this  meeting, 
by  the  President,  a  statement,  authenticated  by  the  Treas- 
surer,  of  the  expenses  of  the  Institution  during  the  past 
College  year,  and  an  estimate  of  its  expenses  for  the  cur- 
rent year. 

3d.  No  election  of  a  member  of  this  Board  shall  be 
made,  except  at  the  annual  meeting  in  January,  or  at  an 
adjournment  of  that  meeting  to  a  time  within  the  same 
session  of  the  Legislature.  For  this  purpose,  whenever 
any  vacancy  shall  occur  in  this  Board,  by  death,  resignation,

In  the  first  lenn,  the  study  of  Paley'*s  Eridenccs  of  Christianity 
commenced,  and  was  pursued  in  reciiaiions,  two  h»Mirs  per  week  by 
lessons  of  about  ten  pa^es  each,  until  the  end  of  Noveml)er,  by  which 
time  the  book  was  finished.  The  class  then  entered  upon  the  studj 
of  Butler's  Analogy  ;  the  first  part  of  which  was  finished  by  the  end 
of  tbe  ibartb  week  of  the  second  term,  afier  which,  instruction  in 
the  branch  closed  for  tbe  Junior  year. 

In  tbe  second  term,  the  Seniors  commenced  this  branch ;  and

D.,  that  department  has  been  conducted  satisfactorily 
by  Joel  Giles,  A.  B.,  Instructer  in  Natural,  Intellectual,  and  Moral 
Philosophy. 

Instruction  in  this  branch  has  been  conducted  through  studies,  re-

partment  was  under  the  superintendence  of  Benjamin  Peirce,  A.  M., 
University  Professor  of  Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy,  as- 
sisted by  Barzillai  Frost,  A.  B.,  Proctor. 

Instruction  in  this  department  commenced  in  the  Freshman  year, 
with  recitations  from  Walker's  Geometry,  which  was  completed  in 
the  first  term.  Smyth's  Algebra,  and  the  Trigonometry  and  Analytic 
Geometry  of  the  Cambridge  Course,  occupied  the  rest  of  the  year. 

Instruction  was  continued  io  the  Sophomore  year^  by  recitations  in 
Topography  and  the  Differential  and  Integral  Calculus.  The  in- 
struction in  Pure  Mathematics  terminated  at  the  end  of  the  second 
term  of  the  Sophomore  year. 

To  the  course  of  Pure  Mathematics  succeeded  instruction  in 
Natural  Philosophy,  commencing  with  the  third  term  of  the  Sopho- 
more year. 

The  Juniors  entered  upon  the  study  of  Dynamics  at  the  begin- 
nings and  finished  it  at  the  end,  of  the  second  term.  In  the  third 
term,  the  Juniors  studied  Electricity,  Magnetism,  and  Optics. 

Instruction  in  Natural  Philosophy  was  continued,  in  the  first  term 
of  the  Senior  year,  by  recitatbns  in  Astronomy. 

All  the  instruction  in  this  branch  terminated  with  the  first  term  of 
the  Senior  year,  with  the  exception  of  the  Lectures.

Department  of  Rhetoric  and  Oratory. 

This  is  under  the  superintendence  of  Edward  T.  Channing, 
A.  M.,  Boylston  Professor  of  Rhetoric  and  Oratory. 

For  most  of  the  first  College  term,  he  was  assisted  in  teaching 
Elocution,  by  Jonathan  Barber,  M.  D. 

Instruction  in  this  Department  is  given  by  Exercises  in  Reading, 
Speaking,  and  Composition,  and  by  Recitations  in  Grammar, 
Rhetoric,  and  Logic. 

The  Sophomore  Class  commenced  Lowth's  Grammar  in  the  first 
term,  and  finished  it  in  about  six  toeeks^  at  the  rate  of  twelve  pages 
an  exercise.  To  Lowth  succeeded  Whately's  Rhetoric,  which  the 
Class  finished  in  about  seventeen  weeks,  at  the  rate  of  twelve  pages 
an  exercise.  Whately's  Logic  followed,  and  was  finished  by  the 
end  of  the  year. 

The  Sophomores  attended  the  Professor  in  the  above  studies  on 
Mondays  and  Wednesdays  from  10  to  12  A.  M.,  and  were  heard 
in  divisions ;  and   also  attended  with  themes  at  the   Study   Bell, 
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every  Saturday  forenoon ;  the  Class  bringing  in  their  themes  by 
divisions  ;  a  division  each  week. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  Professor  attended  to  the  hearing  of 
the  Sophomore  Class  in  declamation  twice  a  week;  one  section 
attending  every  week ;  each  student  having  one  exercise  in  decla- 
mation every  six  weeks. 

To  the  Junion  he  gave  instruction  through  the  medium  of 
themes,  declamations,  and  voluntary  recitations. 

Themes  were  delivered  in  by  this  Class  every  other  Friday,  in 
the  three  hours  preceding  prayers  in  the  afternoon.  Declamations 
every  other  Friday  forenoon. 

To  the  Seniors  he  gave  instruction  through  the  medium  of  themes 
and  declamations ;  the  exercises  in  which  occupied  a  like  time,  and 
were  conducted  in  the  same  manner,  as  above  specified  in  rela- 
tion to  the  Junior  year. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  he  delivered  17  public  lectures  on 
Rhetoric  and  Criticism  to  the  Seniors,  during  the  first  term.

Daring  tbe  past  year  this  department  was  tmder  the  superinten- 
dence of  Cornelius  Conway  Felton,  A.  M.,  Eliot  Professor  of 
Greek  Literature,  and  of  Christopher  Dunldn,  A.  B.,  Tutor. 

Instruction  commenced  with  the  Freshman  Class,  in  Xenophon's 
Anabasis  ;  the  Class  being  arranged  into  three  sections  oa  the 
principle  of  proficiency.  The  system  of  devoting  alternate  weeks 
to  the  GrecK  and  Latin  departments  having  been  given  up,  each 
student  was  required  to  attend  a  recitation  daiF^  in  both  languages  for 
the  first  five  days  of  the  week,  half  the  Cflass  reciting  in  each 
by  turns  on  Saturday. 

During  the  year  die  whole  Class  read  and  reviewed  the  Anabasis 
of  Xenophon,  and  portions  of  Herodotus,  and  the  most  advanced 
secfion  read,  in  addition,  the  Crown  Oration  of  JEschines. 

In  the  Freshman  Tear. 

The  whole  Class  recited  m  this  branch  in  three  sections,  five 
hours  each  week,  and  one  additional  hour  each  fortnight,  besides  f 
of  an  hour  in  history  (of  which  Tytler  is  the  text-book)  each  week,

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The  course  of  iostructioo  in  the  Divinity  School  occupies  three 
years.  The  School  consists  of  three  classes  ;  the  Junior,  Middle, 
and  Senior.  Instruction  is  given  by  all  of  the  abovenamed  Profes- 
sors in  their  several  branches. 

The  Hollis  Professor  of  Divinity  attends  exercises  with  each  of 
the  Classes  through  the  year ;  with  the  Junior  Class,  in  the  Evi- 
dences of  Natural  and  Revealed  Religion;  with  the  Middle  Class, 
in  Ecclesiastical  History ;  and  with  the  Senior  Class  in  Christian 
Theology. 

The  Professor  of  Pulpit  Eloquence  and  the  Pastoral  Care  gives 
instruction  in  the  Composition  and  Delivery  of  Sermons,  and  the 
Duties  of  the  Pastoral  office,  to  the  Senior  and  Middle  Classes,  and 
in  Elocution  to  the  Junior  Class. 

The  Professor  of  Biblical  Literature  gives  instruction  to  each  of 
the  three  Classes,  during  the  year,  in  the  Interpretation  of  the  New 
Testament ;  also,  to  the  two  higher  classes  in  the  Interpretation  of 
the  Old  Testament,  to  the  Junior  Class  in  Hebrew,  and  to  volun-- 
ieers  in  other  Oriental  Languages. 

A  religious  service,  with  preaching,  in  which  one  of  the  Senior 
Class  officiates,  takes  place  once  a  week,  and  is  attended  by  all  the 
members  of  the  School.

The  number  of  Students  attending  Medical  Lectures  this  season 
(1834-5)  is  103. 

The  above  School  is  devoted  exclusively  to  Medical  Students, 
undergraduates  not  being  permitted  to  attend. 

Two  courses  of  instruction  in  each  branch,  ^one  of  which  must 
be  in  this  School,)  are  required  to  be  attended  by  each  student,  in 
order  to  obtain  a  medical  degree. 

The  school  in  general  may  be  considered  to  be  prosperous. 

Besides  the  above  Lectures  in  the  Medical  School,  there  is  given 
at  Cambridge,  by  one  of  the  Professors  of  the  Theory  and  Practice 
of  Physic,  to  the  undergraduates,  a  course  of  Lectures  on  Hygiene, 
or  the  means  of  preserving  health  and  prolonging  life ;  consisting  of 
seven  Lectures,  beginning  on  the  first  Monday  of  the  third  Term, 
at  11  o'clock,  A.  M.,  and  continued  daily  (except  on  Saturday)  as 
far  as  the  stated  exercises  of  the  College  permit. 

Also,  a  course  of  Lectures  on  Anatomy,  by  Dr.  Warren,  consist- 
ing of  twenty-five  Lectures,  beginning  in  April,  and  ending  in  May 
or  June. 

And  a  course  on  Chemistry  by  Dr.  Webster,  as  per  table  G. 
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N. 

Law  School. 

This  is  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Hon  Joseph  Story, 
LL.  D.,  Dane  Professor  of  Law ;  and  Simon  Greenleaf,  LL.  D., 
Royall  Professor  of  Law. 

The  course  of  instruction  in  the  Law  School  is  as  follows  :  — 

1.  Lectures^  by  the  Dane  Professor  of  Law ^  on  the  Law  of  Na- 
ture and  Nations,  and  on  Chancery,  Commercial,  Civil,  and  Consti- 
tutional Law.  Lectures,  by  the  Royall  Professor,  on  miscella- 
neous branches  of  the  Common  Law. 

2.  Reviews  and  examinations  of  the  students  in  the  Text-Books. 
These  are  held  five  days  in  the  week,  and  the  time  occupied  by 
each  varies  from  one  to  two  hours  for  each  class.  The  course  of 
study  embraces  a  selection  of  the  best  elementary  works  in  each 
branch  of  the  Law,  and  is  intended  to  be  completed  in  three  years. 
The  students  are  referred  to  a  series  of  leading  cases  in  the  Eng- 
lish and  American  Reports,  and  to  a  parallel  course  of  reading,  io 
addition  to  the  prescribed  course  of  study. 

3.  Moot  Courts^  for  the  arguing  of  questions  of  law.  These  are 
held  every  week,  by  one  of  the  Professors.  Four  of  the  students, 
in  rotation,  appear  as  counsel.  They  begin  to  take  their  turn  at  the 
commencement  of  the  second  year  of  their  studies.  They  have  ex- 
tempore disputations  and  debates  on  legal  and  miscellaneous  ques- 
tions, as  voluntary  exercises. 

4.  Written  dissertations  on  subjects  connected  with  the  course  of 
study  are  occasionally  rendered. 

5.  The  students  are  instructed  in  the  practice  of  the  courts,  in 
the  making  of  writs,  preparation  of  plead  bgs,  and  other  legal  in- 
struments ;  and  an  opportunity  is  afforded  for  acquiring  the  routine 
of  office  practice.

The  books  marked  thus  (*)  compose  a  coarse  which  is  completed  in  fwo 
years.  The  studies  of  gentlemen  who  remain  longer  in  the  Sciiod  are  jmr- 
sued  in  the  remaining  books  in  the  regul€tr  caursef  to  which  others  are  added 
from  time  to  time,  as  far  as  the  leisure  and  proffress  of  the  students  may  per- 
mit   The  paraUd  course  is  prescribed  chiefly  lor  private  reading.

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TREASURER'S    STATEMENT. 


The  Treasurer  begs  to  present  herewith  the  annual  statement  of 
the  pecuniary  concerns  of  the  College. 

Since  the  last  statement  there  has  been  received  from  William  E. 

Payne,  Esq.  $  9,869/^*^,  being  the  amount  of  a  debt  and  interest 

due  from  the  Estate  of  the  late  William  Payne,  Esq.  to  the  Estate 

,  of  the   late  Governor  Gore,  of  which  the  College  was  residuary 

I^atee. 

The  Treasurer  has  also  received  from  Jonathan  Chapman,  Esq. 
the  sum  of  $  l,261yV7>  being  the  residue  of  the  Estate  of  the  late 
Rev.  George  Chapman  of  Framingham,  and  left  by  him  for  the 
support  of  Indigent  Students  in  the  Theological  School. 

There  has  also  been  paid  to  the  Treasurer  by  direction  of  Dr.  Wil- 
liam J.  Walker  of  Charlestown  the  sum  of  $  90,  being  one  half  of 
the  proceeds  of  a  share  in  the  Boston  Athenaeum,  to  be  applied  to 
the  genera]  purposes  of  the  College. 

The  Lands  belonging  to  the  College  in  the  State  of  Maine  have 
been  all  sold,  and  the  money  received  for  them,  amounting  to 
$  8,585yVj.  A  half  township,  given  by  the  State  of  Massachusetts 
to  the  Trustees  of  the  Agricultural  Society  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Massachusetts  Professorship  of  Natural  History,  has  also  been  sold, 
and  the  money  received  for  the  same,  amounting  to  $  15,327-,?/^. 

The  College  has  purchased  during  the  present  year  the  Estate 
next  to  the  Parsonage,  called  the  Dana  Estate,  and  the  land  a^oining 
thereto,  belonging  to  the  heirs  of  the  late  Abraham  Bigelow,  Esq., 
—  80  that  the  College  now  owns  all  the  land  within  the  Square  de- 
scribed by  the  Common,  Braintree,  Foxcroft,  Concord,  and 

Streets ;  —  within  this  Square  are  situated  the  public  buildings  of 
the  CoUege. 

It  has  been  deemed  desirable  to  separate  as  far  as  practicable  the 
proper^  of  the  College  having  a  present  value  only  in  use  or  con- 
renience,  from  that  which  is  valuable  as  capital  producing  a  direct  in- 
come or  from  which  an  mcome  may  be  derived.   To  effect  this  object, 
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(2) 

and  generally  to  present  a. plain,  sinaple,  and  safe  valuation  of  the  Col- 
lege property,  various  changes  have  been  madie  in  the  Books,  the  prin- 
cipal of  which  it  may  be  proper  to  mention.  The  Bank  and  other 
Stocks  belonging  to  the  College  are  charged  at  their  par  value  in 
cases  where  the  par  is  less  than  the  real  value,  —  and  where  the  real 
value  is  less  than  the  par  value,  they  are  charged  at  the  real  value, 
— -  and  where  the  valuation  of  property  is  altered  in  the  Books,  the 
new  estimate  is  made  with  reference  to  its  income,  either  actual  or 
prospective,  and  rather  under  than  over  its  supposed  value.  The 
balance  against  the  Dane  Law  College  has  been  discharged  from 
the  College  Books,  it  not  being  available  as  capital ;  —  and  a  part 
also  of  the  cost  of  the  Parsonage  and  Meeting-House  Estates  and  of 
the  Bigelow  Land  has  been  removed  from  the  Books,  this  property 
having  only  a  partial  value  as  capital,  from  which  an  income  is  or 
may  be  derived.  An  account  of  Doubtful  and  Desperate  Debts  of 
many  years'  standing  has  also  been  discharged  from  the  Books  as  of 
no  value,  —  and  the  balance  of  the  Gore  Legacy  and  the  amount 
received  for  Eastern  Lands  have  been  carried  to  the  credit  of  the 
Stock  account. 

In  consequence  of  the  above  and  other  changes  in  the  property 
of  the  College  and  its  valuation,  the  relative  proportion  between  the 
Income  and  Expenditures  for  the  past  College  year  has  not  been 
preserved  with  the  usual  exactness.  It  will  be  perceived,  however, 
that  a  considerable  accession  has  been  made  to  the  College  property 
from  various  sources,  and  it  is  presumed  that  the  income  for  the  en- 
suing year  will  be  more  than  equal  to  the  ordinary  expenditure. 

It  is  intended  the  next  season  to  erect  on  the  ground  within  the 
College  Square,  a  granit^  Library  Building,  to  be  paid  for  out  of  the 
funds  received  from  the  late  Governor  Gore's  Estate,  and  to  be 
called  **The  (Jore  Library."  The  cost  of  this  building  is  estimated 
at  about  35,000  dollars. 

It  may  be  proper  to  state,  that  the  accounts  of  Mr.  Sparhawk,  the 
late  Steward,  deceased,  have  been  settled,  and  the  Books  and  other 
property  under  his  care  transferred  to  his  successor,  Levi  FarweD,

A. 

Department  of  Theology. 

This,  during  the  past  year,  has  been  exclusively  under  the  super* 
intendence  of  the  Rev.  Henry  Ware,  Sen.,  D.  D.,  Hollis  Professor  of 
Divinity. 

This  branch  was  pursued  in  the  first  terra  of  the  Junior  year,  on 
Tuesdays  and  Thursdays,  frora  X  to  XII,  A.  M.  This  extended 
through  the  first  term,  the  class  being  heard  in  Divisions  an  hour 
each,  and  was  continued  through  the  first  six  weeks  of  the  second 
term. 

In  the  first  term,  the  study  of  Paley's  Evidences  of  Christianity 
commenced,  and  was  pursued  in  recitations,  two  hours  per  week  by 
lessons  of  about  ten  pages  each,  until  the  end  of  November,  by  which 
time  the  book  was  finished.  The  class  then  entered  upon  the  study 
of  Butler's  Analogy  ;  the  first  part  of  which  was  finished  by  the  end 
of  the  sixth  week  of  the  second  term,  after  which,  instruction  in 
the  branch  closed  for  the  Junior  year. 

In  the  second  term,  the  Seniors  commenced  this  branch ;  and 
Lectures  on  the  New  Testament  were  given  to  the  whole  class  by 
the  Professor  three  times  a  week,  viz.  on  Mondays,  Tuesdays,  and 
Wednesdays,  for  one  hour  each  day,  an  hour  before  the  prayer-bell 
in  the  afternoon.    The  exercises  included  Questions  on  the  Lecture. 

Instruction  in  this  branch  closed  with  this  term.  —  Besides  the 
duties  above  enumerated,  Dr.  Ware  performed  the  Chapel  morning 
and  evening  services  alternately  with  the  Rev.  Henry  Ware,  Jun.  D.  D. 
The  Sabbath  services  were  performed  one  half  by  him,  and  the  other 
half  by  the  Rev.  Henry  Ware,  Jun.  and  the  Rev.  John  Gorham 
Palfrey,  D.  D.  He  also  attended  exercises  in  the  Theological  School 
three  afternoons  in  a  week,  from  one  to  two  hours.

The  Alford  Professorship  of  Natural  Religion,  Moral  Pbilosophy, 
and  Civil  Polity  having  remained  vacant  since  the  resignation  of  Levi 
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Hedge,  LL.  D.,  that  department  has  been  conducted  satisfactorily 
by  Joel  Giles,  A.  B.,  Instructer  in  Natural,  Intellectual,  and  Moral 
Philosophy. 

Instruction  in  this  branch  has  been  conducted  through  studies, 
recitations,  and  written  analyses,  in  Stewart's  Elements  of  the  Philos- 
ophy of  the  Mind ;  Paley's  Moral  Philosophy ;  Locke's  Essay  con- 
cerning the  Human  Understanding }  Say's  Political  Economy  ;  and 
Story  on  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

These  studies  commenced  with  the  Junior  year,  in  Paley's  Mora] 
Philosophy  and  Stewart's  Elements,  which  were  finished  by  the  end 
of  the  first  term.  After  the  end  of  the  first  term,  the  Juniors  did 
not  recite  in  these  branches  during  that  year.

DXPABTMENT   OP   MATHEMATICS  AND   NaTURAL   PhILOSOPHT. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Hollis  Professor  of  Mathematics  and 
Natural  Philosophy  being  excused  from  teaching  by  recitations,  and 
having  relinquished  a  third  part  of  bis  salary,  bstructioa  in  this 
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department  was  ander  the  saperintendence  of  BeDJamin  Peirce, 
A.  M.,  UniFcrsitj  Professor  of  Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy, 
assisted  by  Joseph  Lovering,  A.  B.,  Proctor. 

Instruction  in  this  department  commenced  in  the  Freshman  year, 
with  recitations  from  Walker's  Geometry,  which  was  completed  in 
the  first  term.  Smyth's  Algebra,  and  the  Trigonometry  and  Analytic 
Geometry  of  the  Cambridge  Course,  occupied  the  rest  of  the  year. 

Instruction  was  continued  in  the  Sophomore  year^  by  recitations  in 
Topography  and  the  Differential  and  Integral  Calculus.  The  in- 
struction in  Pure  Mathematics  terminated  at  the  end  of  the  second 
term  of  the  Sophomore  year. 

To  the  course  of  Pure  Mathematics  succeeded  instruction  in 
Natural  Philosophy,  commencing  with  the  third  term  of  the  Sopho- 
more year. 

The  Juniors  entered  upon  the  study  of  Dynamics  at  the  begin- 
ning, and  finished  it  at  the  end,  of  the  second  term.  In  the  third 
term,  the  Juniors  studied  Electricity,  Magnetism,  and  Optics. 

Instruction  in  Natural  Philosophy  was  continued,  in  the  first  term 
of  the  Senior  year,  by  recitations  in  Astronomy. 

All  the  instruction  in  this  branch  terminated  with  the  first  term  of 
the  Senior  year,  with  the  exception  of  the  Lectures.

D. 

Department  or  Rhetoric  and  Oratory. 

This  is  under  the  superintendence  of  Edward  T.  Channing,  A.  M., 
Boylston  Professor  of  Rhetoric  and  Oratory,  assisted  in  the  teaching 
of  Elocution  by  William  H.  Simmons,  A.  M. 

Instruction  in  this  Department  is  given  by  Exercises  in  Reading, 
Speaking,  and  Composition,  by  Recitations  in  Rhetoric  and  Logic, 
and  by  Lectures. 

The  Sophomores  commenced  Whately's  Rhetoric  in  the  first  term, 
and  finished  it,  and  were  examined  by  the  Committee  about  the 
middle  of  the  second  term.  Wbately's  Logic  followed,  and  was 
finished  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Exercises  in  Whaiely  were  every  Monday  and  Wednesday 
forenoon,  occupying  sometimes  three,  and  never  less  than  two  hours. 
The  Class  was  heard  in  Divisions. 

One  half  presented  themes  or  translations  every  Saturday  forenoon. 

To  the  Juniors  instruction  was  given  by  Exercises  in  Compositioo 
and  Speaking,  and  by  voluntary  Recitations.

Ten  SeniorB  and  ten  Jun%or$  attend  him  every  week  in  an  Exer- 
cise preparatory  to  the  weekly  Declamation  of  their  respective  classes. 

He  occasionally  gives  these  classes  Lectures  on  Elocutbn. 

Ten  Sophomores  attend  him  twice  every  week  in  an  elementary 
Exercise  in  Elocution. 

He  superintends  the  rehearsals  of  performances  for  the  four  public 
Exhibitions  of  the  year. 
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E. 

Department  or  Greek. 

During  the  past  year  this  department  was  under  the  superinten- 
dence of  Cornelius  Conway  Felton,  A.  M.,  Eliot  Professor  of 
Greek  Literature,  and  of  Francis  Bowen,  A.  B.,  Tutor. 

Instruction  commenced  with  the  Freshman  Class,  in  Xenopbon's 
Anabasis  ;  the  Class  being  arranged  into  three  sections  on  the 
principle  of  proficiency.  The  system  of  devoting  alternate  weeks 
to  the  Greek  and  Latin  departments  having  been  given  up,  each 
student  was  required  to  attend  a  recitation  daily  in  both  languages  for 
the  first  five  days  of  the  week,  half  the  Class  reciting  in  each  by 
turns  on  Saturday. 

During  the  year  the  whole  Class  read  and  reviewed  the  Anabasis 
of  Xenophon,  and  portions  of  Herodotus,  and  the  most  advanced 
section  read,  in  addition,  a  part  of  the  Crown  Oration  of  JEscbines. 

In  the  Freshman  Year. 

The  whole  Class  recited  in  this  branch  in  three  sections.  Five 
hours  each  week,  and  one  additional  hour  each  fortnight,  besides  { 
of  an  hour  in  history  (of  which  Tytler  is  the  text-book)  each  week, 
constituting  an  aggregate  of  time  employed  in  recitation  for  the 
year,  of--------        220  hours. 

The  aggregate  of  the  Instructers'  time  employed  in  the  same  reci- 
tations, for  the  three  sections,  including  time  spent  in  examining 
written  exercbes,  being  about  ....      800  hours. 

In  the  Sophomore  Tear. 

The  arrangement  of  the  Class  into  three  sections  on  the  princi- 
ple of  proficiency  was  also  adopted.  The  sections  reciting  suc- 
cessively on  Tuesday  and  Thursday  and  Friday,  after  morning 
prayer,  at  study  bell,  and  at  10  o^clock,  were  so  arranged  as  that  the 
recitations  of  the  sections  should  not  interfere  with  those  of  the 
Latin  Department. 

On  Wednesday  there  was  every  other  week  an  altematicMi  of 
written  exercises  between  the  Latin  and  Greek  Departments ;  so 
as  that  each  section  should  present  a  Greek  and  Latin  exercise 
every  fortnight. 

This  Class  recited  seven  times  every  fortnight,  in  this  branch, 
constituting,  for  each  student,  an  aggregate  of  time  occupied  in 
recitation  of-         -        -         -         -         -         -         140  hours.

Daring  the  past  year  this  Department  was  ander  the  saperintend- 
eoce  of  Charles  Beck,  P.  D.,  Professor  of  the  Latin  Language, 
assisted  by  Charles  Mason,  A.  B.,  Tutor. 

Instnictioa  was  given  to  the  Freshman  Class  in  Folsom's  Selec- 
tions from  LiTy,  Cicero  de  Claris  Oratoribus,  writing  Latin»Zumpt*s 
Latin  Grammar,  and  Adam's  Roman  Antiquities. 

To  the  Sophomore  Class,  in  the  Odes,  Satires,  and  Epistles  of 
Horace,  and  the  Germania  of  Tacitus,  one  hour  every  other  week 
being  devoted  to  writing  Latin. 

To  the  Junior  Class,  in  Juvenal  and  writing  Latin. 

The  Divisions  of  the  respective  Classes  are  as  expressed  in  the 
statement  relative  to  the  Greek  Department 

The  time  of  recitation  and  the  arrangement  are  also  as  those  ex- 
plained, except  that  the  recitations  of  the  Sophomore  Class  commence 
at  the  study  bell,  and  close  at  twelve  o'clock. 

The  time  annually  employed  by  the  student  in  recitation  and  the 
Instructer  in  instruction,  is  the  same  as  in  the  Greek  Department. 


DiPABTXEiiT  or  Chemistry,  Mineraloot,  and   Geologt. 

This  is  at  present  under  the  superintendence  of  John  W.  Webster, 
M.  D.,  Erving  Professor  of  Chemistry  and  Mineralogy. 

During  the  first,  and  part  of  the  second  term,  the  Erving  Pro- 
fessor is  occupied  in  giving  lectures  daily  in  the  Medical  School,  to 
the  medical  students  iour  months,  including  the  winter  vacaUon. 

Instruction  in  Chemistry,  at  Cambridge,  begins  with  the  Juniortf 
as  soon  after  the  commencement  of  the  second  term  as  the  Medical 
Lectures  and  Examinations  for  Medical  Degrees  close  in  Boston,

Department  or  Botamt  and  Zoologt. 

The  place  vacated  by  Mr.  Nuttall  remaining  still  unsupplied,  the 
instruction  in  this  Department  was  again  given  by  Augustus  A.  Gould, 
M.  D.,  of  Boston,  at  the  request  of  the  Corporation.  The  exercises 
were  for  Seniors,  and  consisted  of  twenty  recitations  from  the  whole 
Class  in  Smellie's  Philosophy  of  Natural  History,  each  of  them 
accompanied  by  brief  illustrations  of  Zoology  ;  and  twelve  Lectures 
on  Botany,  the  attendance  on  which  was  voluntary,  about  one  half  of 
the  Class  being  usually  present.  The  recitations  were  given  in  the 
second  term,  occupying  one  hour  each  in  the  afternoon,  four  days  in 
a  week ;  and  the  Lectures  in  the  third  term,  one  hour  in  the  after- 
noon twice  a  week.

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Department  ot  Modern  Languages. 

This  was  under  the  temporary  superintendence  of  C.  C.  Fehon, 
A.  M.  There  are  in  this  Department  four  instruclers,  viz.  Francis 
Sales,  A.M., Instructer  in  French  and  Spanish ;  Pietro  Bachi,  A.M., 
J.  U.  D.,  Instructer  in  Italian  ;  Francis  M.  J.  Surault,  Instructor  in 
French ;  Herman  Bokum,  Instructer  in  German. 

The  principles  which  regulate  the  study  of  the  Modem  Languages 
are  these  :    1.  No  student  is  compelled  to  study  any  one  of  them. 

2.  A  student  choosing  to  study  any  one,  is  bound  to  persevere ;  he 
is  not  permitted  to  quit  the  study  until  he  has  learned  the  language. 

3.  Those,  who  enter  upon  the  study  of  any  language,  are  formed 
into  sections,  and  carried  forward  according  to  their  proficiency, 
without  reference  to  the  distinction  of  Classes.  4.  The  Instructers 
are  paid  for  one  half  their  time  only,  and  the  days  of  instruction  are 
Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays. 

The  Recitations  are  held  generally  during  study  hours ;  or  A.  M. 
from  study  bell  till  12  o'clock,  and  P.  M.  from  2  o'clock  till 
prayers ;  but,  to  avoid  interference  with  recitations  in  other  branches, 
some  sections  have  been  heard  from  12  to  1  o'clock,  and  some  in 
the  evening,  during  the  past  year. 

Two  things  should  be  borne  in  mind,  when  considering  the  state 
of  this  department. 

1  •  The  Freshmen  never  attend  in  it  except  as  i>olunieer9  ;  that  is, 
as  students  pursuing  the  study  of  some  language  entirely  beyond 
the  regular  course.  The  regular  students,  therefore,  were  all 
members  of  the  three  upper  Classes,  who  chose  some  Modem  Lan- 
guage, as  a  substitute  for  other  prescribed  studies. 

2.  The  Graduates  attending  on  the  instruction  of  this  depart- 
ment,  whose  number  is  considerable,  are  not  noted.

The  course  of  iDstruction  in  the  Divinity  School  occupies  three 
years.  The  School  consists  of  three  classes  ;  the  Junior,  IMiddle, 
and  Senior.  Instruction  is  given  by  the  above-named  Professors  in  their 
several  branches. 

The  Hollis  Professor  of  Divinity  attends  exercises  with  each  of  the 
Classes  through  the  year ;  with  the  Junior  Class,  in  the  Evidences  of 
Natural  and  Revealed  Religion  ;  with  the  Middle  Class,  in  Ecclesi- 
astical History ;  and  with  the  Senior  Class,  in  Christian  Theology. 

The  Professor  of  Pulpit  Eloquence  and  the  Pastoral  Care  gives 
instruction  in  the  Composition  and  Delivery  of  Sermons,  and  the 
Duties  of  the  Pastoral  office,  to  the  Senior  and  Middle  Classes,  and 
in  Elocution  to  the  Junior  Class. 

The  Professor  of  Biblical  Literature  gives  instruction  to  each  of  the 
three  Classes,  during  the  year,  in  the  Interpretation  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment ;  also,  to  the  two  higher  classes  in  the  Interpretation  of  the  Old 
Testament,  and  to  the  Junior  Class  in  Hebrew,  and  to  volunteers  in 
other  Oriental  Languages. 

A  religious  service,  with  preaching,  in  which  one  of  the  Senior  Class 
officiates,  takes  place  once  a  week,  and  is  attended  by  all  the  members 
of  the  School.  Also,  once  a  week  there  is  an  exercise  in  extempo- 
raneous speaking,  by  the  Students  of  the  two  higher  Classes.

The  course  of  instruction  in  the  Law  School  is  as  follows  :  — 

1.  Lectures^  by  the  Dane  Professor  of  haw ^  on  the  Law  of  Na- 
ture and  Nations,  and  on  Chancery,  Commercial,  Civi),  and  Consti- 
tutiooal  Law.  Lectures^  by  the  Royall  Professor^  oe  misceStt* 
neous  branches  of  the  Comnioa  Law. 

2.  Reviews  and  exammations  of  the  students  in  the  Text-Books* 
These  are  held  fire  dajrs  b  the  week,  and  the  tinie  occupied  by 
each  varies  from  one  to  two  hours  for  each  class.  The  course  of 
study  embraces  a  sekction  of  the  best  elementary  works  in  each 
branch  of  the  Law,  and  is  intended  to  be  completed  in  three  years* 
The  students  are  referred  to  a  series  of  leading  cases  in  the  Eng- 
lish and  American  Reports,  and  to  a  parallel  course  of  reading,  in 
addition  to  the  prescribed  course  of  study. 

3.  Moot  Courts,  for  the  arguing  of  qnestioas  of  law.  These  are 
held  every  week,  by  one  of  the  Professors.  Four  of  the  sHfdoDtSi 
in  rotation,  appear  as  counsel.  They  begin  to  take  their  turn  at  the 
commencement  of  the  second  year  of  their  studies.  They  have  ex- 
tempore disputations  and  debates  on  legal  and  miscellaneous  ques- 
tions, as  voluntary  exercises. 

4.  Written  dissertations  on  subjects  connected  with  the  course  of 
study  are  occasionaUy  rendered. 

5.  The  students  are  instructed  in  the  practice  of  the  courts,  in 
the  making  of  writs,  preparation  of  pleadings,  and  other  legal  in- 
struments ;  and  an  opportunity  is  afforded  for  attendbg  the  sittings  of 
the  State  and  United  Sutes  Courts. 

Course  of  Study. 

The  books  marked  thus  (*)  compose  a  course  which  is  completed  in  two 
years.  The  studies  of  gentlemen  who  remain  long^er  in  the  School  are  por- 
soed  IB  the  remaining  books  in  the  regular  courst,  to  which  others  are  added 
from  time  to  time,  as  far  as  the  leisure  and  progress  of  the  students  may  per- 
mit   The  paraUtl  course  is  prescribed  chiefly  lor  private  reading.

The  Domber  of  stadeots  during  the  past  year  has  varied  from  40 
to  54.  Tbey  have  beeo  usually  divided  into  three  classes  according 
to  senioritj  and  advaocemeot.  Their  attendance  upon  the  exercises 
has  beeo  hitherto  wholly  voluntary,  and  has  been  marked  by  a 
punctuality  and  by  a  degree  of  advancement  highly  satisfactory. 
The  opportunity  of  pursuing  the  study  of  the  profession  at  the  School 
b  considered  as  a  privilege,  and  the  students  themselves  are  under- 
stood to  be  well  satisfied  with  the  arrangemeDts.

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TREASURER'S    STATEMENT. 


The  Treasurer  presents  herewith  the  annual  statement  of  the 
pecuniary  concerns  of  the  College. 

The  last  exhibit  showed  the  state  of  the  College  funds  and  prop* 
erty  at  the  close  of  the  academic  year  1834-1836,  —  31st  Au- 
gust, 1835. 

Since  that  period  there  have  been  received  from  Daniel  P.  Par- 
ker, Esq.,  under  the  will  of  the  late  Miss  Sarah  Jackson  of  Boston, 
the  sum  of  Ten  Thousand  dollars  for  the  benefit  of  indigent  Theo- 
logical Students  at  the  University,  —  and  through  the  Rev.  Pro- 
fessor Henry  Ware,  Jr.  the  following  donations,  viz.  from  Joshua 
Clapp,  Esq.,  of  Licicester,  One  Thousand  dollars  for  Theological  pur- 
poses,—  from  William  Pomroy,  Esq.,  of  Norlhfield,  One  Thousand 
dollars  for  the  benefit  of  indigent  Theological  Students,  —  and  under 
the  will  of  the  late  Miss  Hannah  C.  Andrews,  of  Hingham,  Five 
Hundred  dollars  for  the  use  of  the  Students  of  the  Divinity  School ; 
the  income  of  the  three  last-named  donations  to  be  applied  under  the 
direction  of  the  Faculty  of  the  Divinity  School. 

The  Warren  Bridge  having  become  free,  the  shares  owned  by 
the  College  in  the  Charles  River  Bridge  are  of  no  present  value, 
and  the  Charles  River  Bridge  annuity  of  GGGy^ir  dollars  ( repre- 
sented in  the  College  books  by  a  capital  of  11,1  ll^y^  dollars)  re- 
mains unpaid. 

The  stale  of  the  Law  and  Divinity  Schools,  and  of  the  Natural 
History  Fund  and  Fisher  Professorship,  and  of  all  the  different  ac- 
counts and  funds  relating  to  the  College,  will  be  found  under  their 
respective  heads. 

The  expenses  of  the  past  year  have  been  increased,  in  some  de- 
gree, by  the  enhanced  price  of  labor  and  provisions,  and  of  most  of 
the  articles  which  constitute  the  general  disbursements  of  the  Col- 
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(2) 

lege,  and  also  by  the  general  freedom  of  expense  that  pre?uls  m 
the  community,  and  which  requires  to  be  guarded  against  with  care, 
by  all  entrusted  with  the  administration  of  the  CoUege  concerns. 

The  income  of  the  ensuing  year  is  expected  to  be  equal  lo  anj 
contemplated  expenditure,  except  what  may  be  required  towards  the 
erection  of  the  Gore  Library.

Hedge,  LL.  D.,  that  department  has  been  conducted  during  the  past 
year,  satisfactorily  by  Francis  Bowen,  A.  M.,  Instructer  in  Natu- 
ral, Intellectual,  and  Moral  Philosophy. 

Instruction  in  this  branch  has  been  conducted  through  studies, 
recitations,  and  written  analyses,  in  Stewart's  Elements  of  the  Philos- 
ophy of  the  Mind ;  Paley's  Moral  Philosophy ;  Locke's  Essay  con- 
cerning the  Human  Understanding ;  Say's  Political  Economy  ;  and 
Story  on  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

These  studies  commenced  with  the  Junior  year,  in  Paley's  Moral 
Philosophy  and  Stewart's  Elements,  which  were  finished  by  the  end 
of  the  first  term.  After  the  end  of  the  first  term,  the  Juniors  did 
not  recite  in  these  branches  during  that  year. 

Junior  Year. 

Instruction  commenced  with  the  first  term,  the  Class  being  heard 
in  Divisions ; 

1st  Division,  after  Prayers,  A.  M. 
2d       do.       at  Study  Bell,   do. 

every  day  in  the  week,  to  the  end  of  the  term.

DbfartmeKt  op  Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Hollis  Professorship  of  Mathematics 
being  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  Professor  Farrar,  instruction 
in  this  department  was  conducted  under  the  superintendence  of 
Benjamin  Peirce,  A.  M.,  University  Professor  of  Mathematics  and 
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Natural  Philosophy,  assisted  by  Joseph  Lovering,  A.  M.,  Tutor,  and 
Lecturer  in  Natural  Philosophy. 

Instruction  in  this  department  commenced  in  the  Freshman  year, 
with  recitations  from  Walker's  Geometry,  which  was  completed  in 
the  first  term.  Smyth's  Algebra,  Peirce's  Trigonometry,  and  the  An- 
alytic Greometry  of  the  Cambridge  Course,  occupied  the  rest  of  the 
year. 

Instruction  was  continued  in  the  Sophomore  year,  by  recitations  in 
Analytic  Geometry  and  the  Differential  and  Integral  Calculus.  The 
instruction  in  Pure  Mathematics  terminated  at  the  end  of  the  second 
term  of  the  Sophomore  year. 

To  the  course  of  Pure  Mathematics  succeeded  instruction  in 
Natural  Philosophy,  commencing  with  the  third  term  of  the  Sopho- 
more year,  in  Statics. 

The  Juniors  entered  upon  the  study  of  Dynamics  at  the  begin- 
ning, and  finished  it  at  the  end,  of  the  second  term.  The  most  ad- 
yanced  Section,  who  finished  Mechanics  the  first  Term,  went 
through  Peirce's  Treatise  on  Sound,  in  the  second  Term.  In  the 
third  term,  the  Juniors  studied  Electricity,  Magnetism,  and  Optics. 

Instruction  in  Natural  Philosophy  was  continued,  in  the  first  term 
of  the  Senior  year,  by  recitations  in  Astronomy. 

All  the  instruction  in  this  branch  terminated  with  the  first  term  of 
the  Senior  year,  with  the  e^Lception  of  the  Lectures. 

In  the  Freshman  Tear. 

The  Class  was  heard  during  this  year  in  Divisions,  on  every  day 
of  the  week  except  Saturday,  allowing  an  hour  to  each  Division.

In  the  Sophomore  Tear, 

The  Class  was  heard  in  Divisions,  four  days  in  the  week,  viz.  on 
Tuesdays,  Thursdays,  Fridays,  and  Saturdays.

Department  of  Rhetoric  and  Oratory. 

This  is  under  the  superintendence  of  Edward  T.  Channing,  A.  M., 
Boylston  Professor  of  Rhetoric  and  Oratory,  assisted  in  the  teaching 
of  Elocution  by  William  H.  Simmons,  A.  M. 

Instruction  in  this  Department  is  given  by  Exercises  in  Reading, 
Speaking,  and  Composition,  by  Recitations  in  Rhetoric  and  Logic, 
and  by  Lectures. 

The  Sophomores  commenced  Whately's  Rhetoric  in  the  first  term, 
and  finished  it  in  January.  Whatdy's  Logic  followed,  and  was 
finished  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Exercises  in  Whately  were  every  Monday  and  Wednesday 
forenoon,  occupying  two  hours  each.  The  Class  was  heard  in 
Divisions. 

One  half  presented  themes  or  translat'ions  every  Saturday  forenoon. 

To  the  Juniori  instruction  was  given  by  Exercises  in  Compositioii 
and  Speaking. 
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They  presented  Themes  and  attended  a  critical  Exercise  upon  them 
every  other  Friday  afternoon. 

They  declaimed,  by  Sections  of  ten,  every  Saturday  forenoon. 

To  the  Seniors  instruction  was  given  by  Lectures,  and  by  Exercises 
in  peaking  and  Composition.  These  Exercises  occupied  a  like  time, 
and  were  conducted  in  the  same  manner,  as  above  speciBed  in  relation 
to  the  Juniors. 

Each  Sophomore  presented  seventeen  Themes  or  Translations,  each 
Junior  eighteen  Themes,  each  Senior  nineteen ;  fifty-four  sets  of 
Themes  or  Translations  in  the  whole.

Ten  Seniors  and  ten  Juniors  attend  him  eveiy  week  in  an  Exer- 
cise preparatory  to  the  weekly  Declamation  of  their  respective  classes. 

He  occasionally  gives  these  classes  Lectures  on  Elocution. 

Ten  Sophomores  attend  him  twice  every  week,  in  an  elementary 
Exercise  m  Elocution. 

He  superintends  the  rehearsals  of  performances  for  the  four  public 
£xhibition8  of  the  year.

Instroctioa  comoieoced  with  the  Freshman  Class,  in  Herodotus ; 
die  Class  being  arranged  into  three  sections  on  tbe  principle  of 
pro6cienc]r.  Tbe  system  of  deroting  alternate  weeks  to  the  Greek 
and  Latin  departments  baring  been  given  op,  each  stndent  was  re- 
quired to  attend  a  reciutioo  daily  in  both  languages  lor  the  first  five 
days  of  the  week,  half  the  Class  reciting  in  each  by  toms  on  Saturday. 

During  the  year  the  Class  read  and  reviewed  tbe  most  important 
portions  of  Herodotus  and  Thucydides.

To  the  Sophomore  Class,  in  the  Odes,  Satires,  and  Epistles  of 
Horace,  one  hour  every  other  week  being  devoted  to  writing  Latin.

Department  of  Chemistry,  Mineralogy,  and   GEOLOor. 

This  is  at  present  under  the  superintendence  of  John  W.  Webster, 
M.  D.,  Erving  Pivifessor  of  Chemistry  and  Mineralogy. 

During  the  first,  and  part  of  the  second  term,  the  Erving  Pro- 
fessor is  occupied  in  giving  lectures  daily  in  the  Medical  School,  to 
the  medical  students  four  months,  including  the  winter  vacation. 

Instruction  in  Chemistry,  at  Cambridge,  begins  with  the  Juniors^ 
as  800D  after  the  commencement  of  the  second  term  as  the  Medical 
Lectures  and  Examinations  for  Medical  Degrees  ck)se  in  Boston, 
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and  continues  on  Tuesdays,  Thursdays,  and  Saturdays,  at  10 
o'clock,  A.  M.,  through  the  term,  ending  about  the  middle  of  the 
third  term.     The  Seniors  have  liberty  to  attend. 

The  Seniors  commence  the  study  of  Mineralogy  and  Geology 
in  the  third  term,  as  soon  as  the  Professor  has  finished  Chemistry 
with  the  Juniors ;  attending  at  the  hour  before  the  prayer  bell  in  the 
afternoon,  and  continuing  to  the  end  of  the  term 

The  instruction  to  the  Juniors  is  given  by  lectures,  and  examina- 
tions with  the  text-book.  The  time  employed  being  as  much  as 
the  arrangements  for  other  studies  permit.

The  place  vacated  by  Mr.  Nuttall  remaining  still  unsupplied,  the 
instruction  in  this  Department  was  again  given  by  T.  W.  Harris, 
M.  D.,  the  Librarian,  at  the  request  of  the  Corporation.  The  exer- 
cises were  for  Seniors,  and  consisted  of  eighteen  recitations  from  the 
whole  Class  in  Smellie's  Philosophy  of  Natural  History,  each  of  them 
accompanied  by  brief  illustrations  of  Zoology  ;  and  seventeen  Lec- 
tures on  Botany,  the  attendance  on  which  was  voluntary,  about  one 
half  of  the  Class  being  usually  present.  The  recitations  were  given 
in  the  second  term,  occupying  one  hour  each  in  the  afternocn,  four 
days  in  a  week ;  and  the  Lectures  in  the  third  t^rm,  one  hour  in  the 
afternoon  four  times  a  week. 
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I. 

Depirtvent  or  Modern  Languages. 

This  Departmeot  was  under  the  superintendence  of  H.  W.  Long- 
fellow A.  M.  There  are  in  this  Department  four  instructers,  viz. 
Francis  Sales,  A.M.,  Instructor  in  French  and  Spanish ;  PietroBachi, 
A.  M.,  J.  U.  D.,  Instructor  in  Italian  ;  Francis  M.  J.  Surault,  In- 
structer  in  French ;  Herman  Bokuni,  Instructer  in  German. 

The  principles  which  regulate  the  study  of  the  Modern  Languages 
are  these  :    1.  No  student  is  compelled  to  study  any  one  of  them. 

2.  A  student  choosing  to  study  any  one,  is  bound  to  persevere  ;  he 
is  not  permitted  to  quit  the  study  until  he  has  learned  the  language. 

3.  Those,  who  enter  upon  the  study  of  any  language,  are  formed 
into  sections,  and  carried  forward  according  to  their  pro6ciency, 
without  reference  to  the  distinction  of  Classes.  4.  The  days  of  in- 
struction are  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays. 

Two  things  should  be  borne  in  mind,  when  considering  the  state 
of  this  department. 

1.  The  Freshmen  never  attend  in  it  except  as  volunieen;  that  is, 
as  students  pursuing  the  study  of  some  language  entirely  beyond 
the  regular  course.  The  regular  students,  therefore,  were  all 
members  of  the  three  upper  Classes,  who  chose  some  Modem  Lan- 
guage, as  a  substitute  for  other  prescribed  studies. 

2.  The  Graduates  attending  on  the  instruction  of  this  depart- 
ment, are  not  noted.

Rev.  Henry  Ware,  Jun.,  D.  D.,  Professor  of  Pulpit  Eloquence  and 
the  Pastoral  Care ;  and 
Rev.  John  G.  Palfrey,  D.  D.,  Professor  of  Bibfical  LHerttore. 
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The  course  of  iastructioa  in  the  Divinity  School  occupies  three 
years.  The  School  consists  of  three  classes  ;  the  Junior,  JVIiddle, 
and  Senior.  Instruction  is  given  by  the  above-named  Professors  b  their 
several  branches. 

The  Hollis  Professor  of  Divinity  attends  exercises  with  each  of  the 
Classes  through  the  year ;  with  the  Junior  Class,  in  the  Evidences  of 
Natural  and  Revealed  Religion  ;  with  the  Middle  Class,  in  Ecclesi- 
astical History ;  and  with  the  Senior  Class,  in  Christian  Theology. 

The  Professor  of  Pulpit  Eloquence  and  the  Pastoral  Care  gives 
instruction  in  the  Composition  and  Delivery  of  Sermons,  and  the 
Duties  of  the  Pastoral  office,  to  the  Senior  and  Middle  Classes,  and 
io  Elocution  to  the  Junior  Class. 

The  Professor  of  Biblical  Literature  gives  instruction  to  each  of  the 
three  Classes,  during  the  year,  in  the  Interpretation  of  the  New  Testa« 
ment ;  also,  to  the  two  higher  classes  in  the  Interpretation  of  the  Old 
Testament,  to  the  Junior  Class  in  Hebrew,  and  to  volunteers  in 
other  Oriental  Languages. 

A  religious  service,  with  preaching,  in  which  one  of  the  Senior  Class 
officiates,  takes  place  once  a  week,  and  is  attended  by  all  the  members 
of  the  School.

The  number  of  Students  attending  Medical  Lectures  this  season 
(1836-7)  is  87.    • 

The  above  School  is  devoted  exclusively  to  Medical  Students, 
undergraduates  not  being  permitted  to  attend. 

Two  courses  of  instructioii  in  each  branch,  (one  of  which  must 
be  in  this  School,)  are  required  to  be  attended  by  each  student,  in 
order  to  obtain  a  medical  degree. 

The  school  in  general  may  be  considered  to  be  prosperous. 

Besides  the  above  Lectures  in  the  Medical  School,  there  is  given 
at  Cambridge,  by  the  Professor  of  the  Theory  and  Practice  of  Phys- 
ic, to  the  undergraduates,  a  course  of  Lectures  on  Hygiene,  or  the 
Means  of  Preserving  Health  and  Prolonging  Life;  consisting  of 
seven  Lectures,  beginning  on  the  first  Monday  t>f  the  third  Term, 
at  11  o'clock,  A.  M.,  and  continued  daily  (except  on  Saturday)  as 
far  as  the  stated  exercises  of  the  College  permit. 

Also,  a  course  of  Lectures  on  Anatomy,  by  Dr.  Warren,  consist- 
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ing  of  twenty-five  Lectures,  beginning  in  April,  and  ending  in  May 
or  June. 

And  a  course  on  Chemistry  by  Dr.  Webster,  as  per  table  G.

Law  School. 


This  is  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Hon.  Joseph  Story, 
LL.D.,  Dane  Professor  of  Law ;  and  Simon  Greenleaf,  LL.D., 
Royall  Professor  of  Law. 

The  course  of  instruction  in  the  Law  School  is  as  follows  :  — 

1.  Lectures  J  by  the  Dane  Professor  of  Law^  on  the  Law  of  Na- 
ture and  Nations,  and  on  Chancery,  Commercial,  Civil,  and  Consti- 
tutional Law.  Lectures,  by  the  Royall  Professor,  on  the  various 
branches  of  the  Common  Law. 

2.  Reviews  and  examinations  of  the  students  in  the  Text-Books. 
These  are  held  five  days  in  the  week,  and  the  time  occupied  by 
each  varies  from  one  to  two  hours  for  each  class.  The  course  of 
study  embraces  a  selection  of  the  best  elementary  works  in  each 
branch  of  the  Law,  and  is  intended  to  be  completed  in  three  years. 
The  students  are  referred  to  a  series  of  leading  cases  in  the  English 
and  American  Reports,  and  to  a  parallel  course  of  reading,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  prescribed  course  of  study. 

3.  Moot  Courts^  for  the  arguing  of  questions  of  law.  These  are 
held  every  week,  by  one  of  the  Professors.  Four  of  the  students, 
in  rotation,  appear  as  counsel.  They  begin  to  take  their  turn  at  the 
commencement  of  the  second  year  of  their  studies.  They  have  ex- 
tempore disputations  and  debates  on  legal  and  miscellaneous  ques- 
tions, as  voluntary  exercises. 

4.  Written  dissertations  on  subjects  connected  with  the  course  of 
study  are  occasionally  rendered. 

5.  The  students  are  instructed  in  the  practice  of  the  courts,  in 
the  making  of  writs,  preparation  of  pleadings,  and  other  legal  in- 
struments ;  and  an  opportunity  is  afforded  for  attending  the  sittings  of 
the  State  and  United  States  Courts. 

Course  of  SttuJy. 

The  books  marked  thus  (*)  compose  a  course  which  is  completed  in  ttoo 
years.  The  studies  of  gentlemen  who  remain  longer  in  the  School  are  pur- 
sued in  the  remaining  books  in  the  regular  course,  to  which  others  are  added 
from  time  to  time,  as  far  as  the  leisure  and  proj^ress  of  the  students  may  per- 
mit   The  paratttl  course  is  prescribed  chiefly  for  private  reading.

The  Statement  is  in  the  usual  form,  and  each  account  is  intend- 
ed to  be  so  stated,  as  to  carry  with  it  all  necessary  explanation 
for  a  clear  understanding  of  the  concerns  of  the  College* 

The  last  year  has  presented  nothing  requiring  particular  com- 
ment from  the  Treasurer.  The  receipts  are  lessened  by  the 
absence  of  Dividends  on  the  Manufacturing  Stock  received  from 
Governor  Grore's  Estate,  and  its  actual  value  is  also  diminished. 
The  expenditure  does  not  vary  much  from  ^at  of  last  year, 
and  the  total  receipts  rather  exceed  the  disbursements. 

The  income  for  the  year  now  entered  upon  may  be  expected 
to  equal  any  contemplated  expenditure,  except  that  to  be  in- 
curred for  the  erection  of  the  Library,  which  from  present  esti- 
mates will  cost  from  fifty  to  sixty-five  thousand  dollars,  depending 
on  the  partial  or  full  execution  of  the  original  plan  of  the  buildingi 
and  will  require  about  two  years  for  its  completion.

This,  during  the  past  year,  has  been  exclusively  under  the  super- 
intendence of  the  Rev.  Henry -Ware,  Sen.^  D.  D.,  HoUis  Professor 
of  Divinity* 

This  branch  was  pursued  in  the  first  term  of  the  Junior  year,  on 
Tuesdays  and  Thursdays,  from  X  to  XII,  A.  M.  This  extended 
through  the  first  term,  the  class  being  heard  i^  Divisions  an  hour 
each,  and  was  continued  through  the  first  six  weeks  of  the  second 
term. 

In  the  first  term,  the  study  of  Paley's  Evidences  of  Christianity 
commenced,  and  was  pursued  in  recitations,  two  hours  per  week  by 
lessons  of  about  ten  pages  each,  until  the  end  of  November,  by 
which  time  the  botok  wad  finished.  The  class  then  entered  upon  the 
study  of  Butler's  Analogy ;  the  first  part  of  which  was  finished  by 
the  end  of  the  sixth  week  of  thei  second  terni,  after  which,  instruc- 
tion in  the  Inranch  closed  for  the  Junior  yea(f. 

Besides  the  duties-  above  enumerated.  Dr.  Ware  performed  the 
Chapel  morning  and  evening  services  alternately  with  the  Rev. 
Henry  Ware,  Jun.,  D.  D.  The  Sabbath  services  were  performed 
one  half  by  him,  and  the  ottier  half  by  the  Rev.  Henry  W&re,  Juti. 
and  the  Rev.  John  Grorham  Palfrey,  D.  D.  He  also  attended  ex- 
ercises in  the  Theobgical  School  three  afternoons  in  a  week^  from 
one  to  two  hours.

The  most 
advanced  Section,  who  finiihed  Mechanics  the  first  term»  went 
through  Peirce's  Treatise  on  Sound,  in  the  second  term.  In  the 
third  term,  the  Juniors  studied  Electricity,  Magnetism,  and  Optics. 

Instruction  in  Natural  Philosophy  was  continued,  in  the  first  term 
of  tbe  Senior  year,  by  recitations  in  Astronomy.

He  superintends  the  rehearsals  of  performances  for  the  four  public 
Exhibitions  of  the  year.

During  the  past  year  this  departmeot  was  under  the  superinten- 
dence of  Cornelius  Conway  Felton,  A.  M.,  Eliot  Profenor  of 
Greek  literature,  and  of  Jones  Very,  A.  B.,  Tutor. 

Instruction  commenced  with  the  Freshman  Class,  in  Herodotns; 
the  Class  being  arranged  into  three  sections  on  the  principle  oJf 
proficiency.

This  Department  was  imder  the  superintendence  of  H.  W.  Long- 
feUow,  A.  M.,  Smith  Professor  of  the  French  and  Spanish  Languages 
and  Literature,  and  Professor  of  the  Belles-Lettres.  There  were  in 
this  Department  four  instructers,  yiz.  Francb  Sales,  A.]ii.,  Instructor 
in  French  and  Spanish  ;  Pietro  Bacbi,  A.  M.,  J.  U.  D.,  Instructer 
in  Italian ;  Francis  M.  J.  Surault,  Instructer  in  French ;  Herman 
Bokum,  Instructer  in  German. 

The  princifries  which  regulate  the  study  of  the  Modem  Languages 
are  these  :    1.  No  student  is  compeUed  to  study  tnj  one  of  them. 

2.  A  student  choosing  to  study  any  one,  is  bound  to  perserere ;  he 
is  not  permitted  to  quit  the  study  undl  he  has  learned  the  language. 

3.  Those,  who  enter  upon  the  study  of  any  language,  are  formed 
into  sections,  and  carried  forward  according  to  their  proficiency, 
without  reference  to  the  distinction  of  Classes.  4.  The  days  of  in- 
struction are  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays. 

Two  things  should  be  borne  in  mind,  when  considering  the  state 
of  this  department. 

1.  The  Freshmen  never  attend  m  it.  The  students,  therefore, 
were  all  members  of  the  three  upper  Classes,  who  chose  some 
Modem  Language,  as  a  substitute  for  other  prescribed  studies. 

2.  The  Graduates  attending  on  the  instmctioo  of  this  depart- 
ment, are  not  noted.

This  is  under  the  superintendence  of 

Rev.  Henry  Ware,  D.  D.,  HoUis  Professor  of  Divhirhr; 

Rev.  Henry  Ware,  Jun.,  D.  D.,  Professor  of  Pulpit  ffbqumice  and 
the  Pastoral  Care  ;  and 

Rev.  John  6.  Palfrey,  D.  D.,  Professor  of  Biblical  Literature. 

The  course  of  instruction  in  the  Divini^  School  occupies  three 
years.  The  School  consists  of  three  classes ;  the  Junior,  Middle, 
and  Senior.  Instruction  is  given  by  the  above-named  Professors  in  their 
several  branches. 
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The  Hollis  Professor  of  Divinity  attends  exercises  with  eedi  of  the 
Classes  through  the  year ;  with  the  Junior  Class,  in  the  Evidences  of 
Natural  and  Revealed  Religion ;  with  the  Middle  Class,  in  Ecclesi'* 
astical  History ;  and  with  the  Senior  Class,  in  Christian  Theology. 

The  Professor  of  Pulpit  Eloquence  and  the  Pastoral  Care  gives 
instruction  in  the  Composition  and  Delivery  of  Sermons,  and  the 
Duties  of  the  Pastoral  office,  to  the  Senbr  and  Middle  Classes,  and 
in  Elocution  to  the  Junior  Class. 

The  Professor  of  Biblical  Ldterature  gives  instruction  to  each  of  the 
three  Classes,  during  the  year,  in  the  Interpretation  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment ;  also,  to  the  two  higher  classes  in  the  Interpretation  of  the  Old 
Testament,  to  the  Junior  Class  in  Hebrew,  and  to  volunteers  in 
other  Oriental  Languages. 

A  religious  service,  with  preaching,  in  which  one  of  the  Senior  Class 
officiates,  takes  place  once  a  week,  and  is  attended  by  all  the  members 
of  the  School.  Also,  once  a  week  there  is  an  exercise  in  extempo- 
raneous speaking,  by  the  Students  of  the  two  higher  Classes.

The  above  School  is  devoted  exclusively  to  Medical  Students, 
undergraduates  not  being  permitted  to  attend. 

Two  courses  of  instruction  in  each  branch,  (one  of  which  must  be 
in  this  School,)  are  required  to  be  attended  by  each  student,  in 
order  to  obtain  a  medical  degree. 

The  school  in  general  may  be  considered  to  be  prosperous. 

Besides  the  above  Lectures  in  the  Medical  School,  there  is  given 
at  Cambridge,  by  the  Professor  of  the  Theory  and  Practice  of  Phys- 
ic, to  the  undergraduates,  a  course  of  Lectures  on  Hygiene,  or  the 
means  of  Preserving  Health  and  Prolonging  Life }  consisting  of 
seven  Lectures,  beginning  on  the  first  Monday  of  the  third  Term, 
at  11  o'clock,  A.  M.,  and  continued  daily  (except  on  Saturday)  as 
far  as  the  stated  exercises  of  the  College  permit. 

Also,  a  course  of  Lectures  on  Anatomy,  by  Dr.  Reynolds,  con- 
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astiog  of  twenty-four  Lectures,  beginniDg  in  April,  and  ending  in 
May  or  June.

Law  School. 


This  is  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Hon.  Joseph  Story, 
LL.  D.,  Dane  Professor  of  Law ;  and  Simon  Greenleaf,  LL.  D., 
RoyaD  Professor  of  Law. 

The  course  of  instruction  in  the  Law  School  is  as  follows  :  -^ 

1.  Lectures  J  by  the  Dcme  Professor  of  Law^  on  the  Law  of 
Nature  and  Nations,  and  on  Chancery,  Commercial,  Civil,  and 
Constitutional  Law.  Lectures,  by  the  RoyaU  Professor^  on  all  the 
branches  of  the  Common  Law. 

2.  Reviews  and  examinations  of  the  students  in  the  Text-Books. 
These  are  held  twice  a  day  four  days  in  the  week,  and  four  times 
on  Fridays ;  and  the  time  occupied  with  each  class  varies  from  one 
to  two  hours.  The  course  of  study  embraces  a  selection  of  the  best 
elementary  works  in  each  branch  of  the  Law,  and  is  intended  to  be 
completed  in  three  years.  The  students  are  referred  to  a  series  of 
leading  cases  in  the  English  and  American  Reports,  and  to  a  paral- 
lel course  of  reading,  in  addition  to  the  prescribed  course  of  study. 

3.  Moot  CouriSj  for  the  arguing  of  questions  of  law.  These  are 
held  every  week,  by  one  of  the  Professors.  Four  of  the  students, 
in  rotation,  appear  as  counsel.  They  begin  to  take  their  turn  at  the 
commencement  of  the  second  year  of  their  studies.  They  have 
extempore  disputations  and  debates  on  legal  and  miscellaneous 
quesQons,  as  voluntary  exercises. 

4.  Written  dissertations  on  subjects  connected  with  the  course  of 
study  are  occasionally  rendered. 

5.  The  students  are  instructed  in  the  practice  of  the  courts,  in 
the  making  of  writs,  preparation  of  pleadings,  and  other  legal  instru- 
ments; and  an  opportunity  is  afforded  for  attending  the  sittings  of 
the  State  and  United  States  Courts.

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TREASURER'S    STATEMENT. 


The  Treasurer  herewith  presents  the  annual  exhibit  of  the  state 
of  the  College  funds  and  property. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  received  under  the  Will  of 
the  late  Timothy  Walker,  Esq.,  of  Charlestown,  One  Thousand 
dollars  for  Theological  purposes. 

It  may  be  proper  to  remark,  that  the  Donation  of  the  late  Gover- 
nor Gore,  with  the  accumulating  interest,  amounted  to  about  One 
Hundred  Thousand  dollars,  of  which  Thirty-eight  Thousand  was 
placed  as  a  reserved  fund  to  meet  the  payment  of  annuities  under 
his  Will.  The  residue,  after  paying  the  legacies  (say  $  8,000), 
will  be  wholly  absorbed  by  the  cost  of  Gore  Hall. 

The  general  unrestricted  fund  of  the  College  has  appeared  on 
the  Books  for  several  years,  at  about  $  230,000 ;  but,  after  deduct- 
ing the  cost  of  Gore  Hall,  and  the  loss  (if  it  must  be  so  considered) 
of  the  Charles  River  Bridge  annuity,  there  will  be  left  about 
$  150,000  as  the  amount  of  the  fund  available  for  the  general  pur- 
poses of  the  College. 

The  increased  pay  to  Professors  under  the  new  arrangement  of 
studies,  and  the  intended  filling  up  of  several  Professorships,  and 
the  general  increased  expenditure  in  which  the  College  partakes 
with  the  community,  will  probably  show  an  annual  reduction  of 
several  thousand  dollars  in  the  general  fund,  unless  prevented  by 
increase  of  students,  or  donations  to  this  particular  fund,  or  a  less- 
ened expenditure.  The  regular  expenses  of  the  College  are  about 
$  50,000  per  annum. 

The  Theological  Fund,  after  the  present  year,  may  be  expected 
to  decrease  $  1,500  to  $2,000  per  annum,  and  in  a  few  years  to 
be  absorbed  in  payment  of  the  salaries.  It  is  desirable,  therefore, 
to  this  department  of  the  CoUege,  that  donations  for  its  benefit

should  not  be  so  restricted  in  their  conditions,  as  to  prerent  dieir 
being  applied  to  its  general  purposes  at  the  discretion  of  the  Cor- 
poration. 

The  Income  of  the  Law  School  has  nearlj  extinguished  the  debt 
incurred  for  the  purchase  of  books,  and  next  year  will  show  a 
balance  in  its  favor,  besides  having  paid  from  its  receipts  for  a 
valuable  library.

DrPARTMENT  OF  ThEOLOOT. 

This,  during  the  past  year,  has  been  under  the  superintendence  of 
the  Rev.  Henry  Ware,  Jr.,  D.  D.,  who  gave  instruction  to  the  Junior 
Class  during  the  first  term  in  Butler's  Analogy  and  Paley's  Evi- 
dences ;  the  Class  being  heard  in  two  divisions,  one  hour  each,  on 
Tuesday  and  Thursday  afternoon. 

To  the  Senior  Class  he  gave  a  course  of  lectures  on  the  bistoiy 
and  criticism  of  the  New  Testament,  once  a  week  during  the  terra. 

Also,  alternately  with  Professor  Ware,  Sen.,  he  performed  the 
morning  and  evening  service  of  the  University  Chapel ;  and  con- 
ducted the  Sabbath  worshrp  in  conjunction  with  Professor  Palfrey. 

Their  other  duties  are  stated  under  the  head  of  the  Divinity 
School.

Department  ot  iNTELLECTUAii  and  Moral  Philosopht,  Civil 

Polity,  and  Political  Economy. 

The  Alford  Professorship  of  Natural  Religion,  Moral  Philosophy, 
and  Civil  Polity  having  remained  vacant  since  the  resignation  of 
Lievi  Hedge,  LL.  D.,  that  department  was  conducted  during  the 
the  past  year  satisfactorily  by  Francis  Bowen,  A.  M.,  Insiructer  in 
Intellectual  and  Moral  Philosophy. 

Instruction  in  this  branch  has  been  conducted  through  familiar 
lectures,  recitations,  and  written  analyses,  in  Stewart's  Elements  of 
the  Philosophy  of  the  Mind;  Paley's  Moral  Philosophy;  Locke's 
Essay  concerning  Human  Understanding ;  Say's  Political  Economy ; 
and  Story  on  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

Commencing  in  the  Junior  year,  the  study  of  Paley's  Moral  Phi- 
losophy and  Stewart's  Elements  was  finished  by  the  end  of  the  first

Depultmeht  op  Mathematics. 

During  tbe  past  year,  instracdon  m  this  department  was  con- 
ducted by  Beojamia  Peirce,  A.  M.,  University  Professor  of  Mathe- 
matics and  Natural  Pbibsopby. 

Instruction  io  this  department  commenced  in  tbe  l^Ves^bton  year, 
with  recitations  from  Peirce's  Greometry,  which  was  complet^  in 
tbe  first  term.  Peirce's  Algebra,  and  Peirce's  Plane  Trigonometiy 
aod  Spherical  Trigonometry,  occupied  the  rest  of  the  year. 

Instruction  was  continued  in  the  Sophomore  year^  by  recitations 
and  lectures  in  Hutton's  Mathematics,  Bowditch's  Navigator,  Ana- 
lytic Geometryi  and  the  Dififerential  and  Integral  Calculus. 
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In  the  Freshman  Tear. 

The  Class  was  beard  on  every  day  of  the  week  except  Saturday, 
allowing  two  hours  to  each  recitation. 

Time  occupied  by  each  student  in  recitation        -        200  hours. 
By  the  instructer        ------    400     " 

In  the  Sophomore  Tear. 

The  Class  was  beard  in  3  sections  four  days  in  the  week,  viz.  on 
Mondays,  Tuesdays,  Wednesdays,  and  Thursdays.  Each  student 
of  this  Class  recited  160  lessons,  occupying        -        -     80  hours. 

Time  required  of  instructer  in  the  above  recitations      240  hours. 

In  addition  to  this,  the  instructer  passed  all  his  forenoons,  from 
9  to  12  at  bis  recitation  room,  to  give  aid  ta  those  students  who 
wished  it. 


Depabtment  or  Natural  Philosopht* 

During  the  past  year  instruction  in  this  Department  was  conduct- 
ed by  Joseph  Lovering,  A.  M.,  Hollis  Professor  of  Mathematics  and 
Natural  Philosophy. 

The  Juniors  entered  upon  the  study  of  Dynamics  at  the  begin- 
ning, and  finished  it  at  the  end,  of  the  second  term.  The  most 
advanced  Section,  who  finished  Mechanics  the  first  term,  went 
through  Peirce's  Treatise  on  Sound,  in  the  second  term.  In  the 
third  term,  the  Juniors  studied  Electricity,  Magnetism,  and  Optics. 

Instruction  in  Natural  Philosophy  was  continued,  in  the  first  term 
of  the  Senior  year,  by  recitations  in  Astronomy. 

All  the  instruction  in  this  branch  terminated  with  the  first  term  of 
the  Senior  year,  with  the  exception  of  the  Lectures. 

In  the  Junior  Tear. 
First  Term,  no  instruction  in  this  branch. 

Second  Term. 

The  Class  recited  in  sections,  four  hours  a  week,  being  for  each 
student  -        -        -        -        -        -        -         120  lessons. 

Occupying  in  time,  for  each  student    -        -        -     120  hours. 
And  for  the  inatruoter         -        -       -        .        3^0  hours. 
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In  the  Senior  Tear, 

Instruction  in  this  branch  ends  with  the  first  term. 

First  Term. 

During  the  first  term  this  Class  recited  four  hours  a  week ;  being 
for  each  student,         -----.

Occupying  in  time  for  each  student  in  recitation,         120  hours. 


As  a  general  result  the  recitations  of  each  student,  in  all  the 
Classes,  constituted  an  aggregate  in  this  branch,  during  the  year,

The  Professor  of  Natural  Philosophy  gave  the  usual  Lectures, 
namely : 

1.  One  Lecture  a  week  to  the  Senior  Class  on  Astronomy  during 
the  first  term }  besides  a  number  of  evening  Lectures  on  the  same 
subject. 

2.  Two  Lectures  a  week  to  the  Junior  Class  on  Natural  and 
Experimental  Philosophy  during  the  second  term. 

The  time  occupied  in  a  Lecture  is  usually  an  hour. 


Department  of  Rhetoric  and  Oratory. 

This  is  under  the  superintendence  of  Edward  T.  Channing,  A.  M., 
Boylston  Professor  of  Rhetoric  and  Oratory,  assisted  in  the  teaching 
of  Elocution,  (at  different  times,)  by  Samuel  T.  Hildreth,  A.  B.,  and 
Richard  H.  Dana,  A.  B. 

Instruction  in  this  Department  is  given  by  Exercises  in  Reading, 
Speaking,  and  Composition,  by  Recitations  in  Rhetoric,  Logic,  and 
Grammar,  and  by  Lectures. 

The  Sophomores  recited  twice  a  week  from  Lowth's  Grammar, 
and  Campbell's  and  Whately's  Rhetoric. 

One  half  presented  Themes  or  translations  every  week. 

To  the  Juniors  instruction  was  given  by  Exercises  in  Composition 
and  Speaking. 

They  presented  Themes,  and  attended  a  critical  Exercise  upon 
them,  once  a  fortnight. 

They  declaimed,  by  Sections  of  ten,  every  week. 

To  the  Seniors  instruction  was  given  by  Lectures,  and  by  Exercises 
in  Speaking  and  Composition.  These  Exercises  occupied  a  like  lime, 
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and  were  conducted  in  the  same  manneri  as  above  speci6ed  in  relation 
to  the  Juniort. 

Each  Sophomore  presented  seventeen  Themes  or  Translations, 
each  Junior  seventeen  Themes,  each  Senior  seventeen  ;  fiftj-ooe 
sets  of  Themes  or  Translations  in  the  whole. 

Time  occupied  by  the  above  Exercises.

70  Recitations,  2  hours  each. 

34  Exercises  in  Translation  and  Composition,  1  hour  each. 

Juniors. 

17  Exercises  in  Composition,  2  hours  each. 

35  Exercises  in  Declamation,  1  hour  each.

17  Exercises  in  Composition,  2  hours  each. 
35  Exercises  in  Declamation,  1  hour  each. 
19  Lectures,  1  hour  each. 

Time  occupied  in  correcting  each  set  of  Themes,  over  6  hours. 
Inspection  of  Performances  for  Exhibitions,  40  hours. 

The  statement  above  relates  to  the  duties  of  the  Professor. 

In  addition  to  the  Exercises  in  Declamation  already  mentioned| 
there  is  a  separate  course  of  instruction  in  Elocution,  which  is  wholly 
under  the  care  of  the  assistant  Teacher. 

Ten  Seniors  and  ten  Juniors  attend  him  every  week  in  an  Exer- 
cise preparatory  to  the  weekly  Declamation  of  their  respective  classes. 

Ten  Sophomores  attend  him  twice  every  week,  in  an  elementary 
Exercise  in  Elocution. 

He  superintends  the  rehearsals  of  performances  for  the  four  public 
Exhibitions  of  the  year. 


Department  op  Greek. 

During  the  past  year  this  department  was  under  the  superinten- 
dence of  Cornelius  Conway  Felton,  A.  M.,  Eliot  Professor  of 
Greek  Literature,  and  of  Charles  S.  Wheeler,  A.  B.,  Tutor. 

Instruction  commenced  with  the  Freshman  Class,  in  Herodotus ; 
the  Class  being  arranged  into  three  sections  on  the  principle  of 
proficiency.    The  system  of  devoting  alternate  weeks  to  the  Greek 
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and  Latin  departments  having  been  given  up,  each  student  was  re- 
quired to  attend  a  recitation  daily  in  both  languages  for  the  first  five 
days  of  the  week,  half  the  Class  reciting  in  each  by  turns  on  Saturday. 
During  the  year  the  Class  read  and  reviewed  the  most  important 
portions  of  Herodotus  and  Thucydides,  and  the  first  three  books  of 
Xenophon's  Memorabilia* 

In  the  Freshman  Tear. 

The  whole  Class  recited  in  this  branch  in  three  sections.  Five 
hours  each  week,  and  one  additional  hour  each  fortnight,  besides  } 
of  an  hour  in  History  (of  which  Tytler  is  the  text-book)  each  week, 
constituting  an  aggregate  of  time  employed  in  recitation  for  the 
year,  of--------         220  hours. 

The  aggregate  of  the  Instructers'  time  employed  in  the  same  reci- 
tations, for  the  three  sections,  including  time  spent  in  examining 
written  exercises,  bebg  about  ....      800  hours. 

In  the  Sophomore  Year» 

The  whole  Class  attended  the  Professor  three  times  a  week. 
The  exercises  consisted  partly  of  recitations  and  partly  of  oral  lec- 
tures on  subjects  connected  with  and  illustrative  of  the  author 
studied.  At  the  end  of  ea6h  term,  the  Class  was  examined,  upon 
the  text-books  of  the  term,  on  the  lectures,  and  in  translating  from 
English  into  Greek,  and  from  Greek  into  English. 

One  exercise  each  fortnight  was  an  exercise  in  Greek  composition. 

The  text-books  during  the  first  term  were  the  Iliad  and  Odyssey ; 
during  the  second  term,  a  selection  of  the  Tragedies. 

In  the  Junior  Tear. 

The  whole  Class  attended  the  Professor  twice  each  week.  The 
exercises  were  conducted  in  the  same  manner  as  those  of  the  Sopho- 
more. The  text-books  in  the  first  term  were  the  Iliad ;  in  the  sec- 
ond term,  a  selection  of  the  Tragedies. 

In  the  Senior  Tear. 

A  small  volunteer  class  of  Seniors,  attended  the  Professor  twice 
each  week.  They  read  the  Prometheus  Bound  of  ^schylus,  the 
Electra  of  Sophocles,  about  one  third  of  Pindar,  and  the  Plutus  and 
Clouds  of  Aristophanes. 
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G. 

Department  of  Latin. 

During  the  past  year  this  Department  was  under  the  superintend- 
ence of  Charles  Beck,  P.  D.,  Professor  of  the  Latin  Language, 
assisted  by  Charles  Mason,  A.  M.,  Tutor. 

Instruction  was  given  to  the  Freshman  Class  in  Folsom's  Selec- 
tions from  Livy,  Cicero  de  Claris  Oratoribus,  writing  Latin,  Zumpt's 
Latin  Grammar,  and  Adam's  Roman  Antiquities. 

To  the  Sophomore  Class,  in  the  Odes,  Satires,  Epistles  of  Horace, 
and  Cicero  de  Officiis,  one  hour  every  other  week  being  devoted  to 
writing  Latin. 

To  the  Junior  Class,  in  the  Annals  of  Tacitus,  Juvenal,  and  writ- 
ing Latin. 

The  time  of  recitation  and  the  arrangement  are  as  those  explained 
in  the  statement  of  the  Greek  Department. 

The  time  annually  employed  by  the  student  in  recitation  and  the 
Instructer  in  instruction,  is  the  same  as  in  the  Greek  Department. 

A  section  of  volunteers  of  the  Senior  Class  have  been  instructed 
in  two  weekly  exercises,  in  Cicero  de  Officiis,  the  Captivi  of  Plau- 
tus,  and  the  Andria  of  Terence,  and  have  attended  a  course  of  lec- 
tures of  the  History  of  Latin  Literature. 


H. 

Department  of  Chemistbt,  Mineralogt,  and   Geologt. 

This  is  at  present  under  the  superintendence  of  John  W.  Webster, 
M.  D.,  Erving  Professor  of  Chemistry  and  Mineralogy. 

The  Professor  was  occupied  during  the  first,  and  part  of  the  sec- 
ond term,  in  the  Medical  School  in  Boston.  The  lectures  are  con- 
tinued four  months,  including  the  winter  vacation. 

The  number  of  lectures  to  the  Medical  Class  was         64 

Time  employed  in  the  same,  preparation,  be.         -      512  hours* 


Instruction  in  Chemistry,  at  Cambridge,  began  with  the  JuniorSj 
immediately  at  the  close  of  the  above  course,  and  was  continued  on 
alternate  days  through  the  term.

Tbe  place  vacated  by  Mr.  Nuttall  remaining  still  unsupplied,  the 
instruction  b  this  Department  was  again  given  by  T.  W.  Harris, 
M.  D.,  tbe  Librarian,  at  the  request  of  the  Corporation.  The  exer- 
cises were  for  Seniors,  and  consisted  of  twenty-four  recitatbns  from 
the  whole  Class  in  Smellie's  Philosophy  of  Natural  History,  each  of 
them  accompanied  by  brief  illustrations  of  Zoology ;  and  sixteen 
Lectures  on  Botany,  the  attendance  on  which  was  voluntary,  about 
one  half  of  the  Class  being  usually  present.  The  recitations  were 
given  in  the  second  term,  occupying  one  hour  each  in  tbe  afternoon, 
four  days  in  a  week ;  and  the  Lectures  also  in  the  second  term,  one 
hour  in  the  afternoon,  three  times  a  week. 


Department  op  Modern  Languages. 

This  Department  was  under  the  superintendence  of  H.  W.  Loag- 
fellow,  A.  M.,  Smith  Professor  of  the  French  and  Spanish  Languages 
and  Literature,  and  Professor  of  the  Belles-Lettres.  There  were  in 
this  Department  three  instructers,  viz.  Francis  Sales,  A.M.,Instructer 
in  French  and  Spanish  ;  Pietro  Bachi,  A.  M.,  J.  U.  D.,  lustructer 
in  Italian  ;  Bernard  Rolker,  Instructer  in  German. 

The  principles  which  regulate  the  study  of  the  Modem  Languages 
are  these  :    1.  No  student  is  compelled  lo  study  any  one  of  them. 
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2.  A  student  choosing  to  study  anj  one,  is  bound  to  persevere ;  he 
is  not  permitted  to  quit  the  study  until  he  has  learned  the  language. 

3.  Those,  who  enter  upon  the  study  of  any  language,  are  formed 
into  sections,  and  carried  forward  according  to  their  proficiency, 
without  reference  to  the  distinction  of  Classes.  4.  The  days  of  in- 
struction are  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays. 

Two  things  should  be  borne  in  mind,  when  considering  the  state 
of  this  department. 

1  •  The  Freshmen  never  attend  in  it.  The  students,  therefore, 
were  all  members  of  the  three  upper  Classes,  who  chose  some 
Modern  Language,  as  a  substitute  for  other  prescribed  studies. 

2.  The  Graduates  attending  on  the  instruction  of  this  depart- 
ment, are  not  noted.

The  course  of  instruction  in  the  Divinity  School  occupies  three 
years.  The  School  consists  of  three  classes  ;  the  Junior,  Middle, 
and  Senior. 

The  Hollis  Professor  of  Divinity  attends  exercises  with  each  of  the 
Classes  through  the  year ;  with  the  Junior  Class,  in  the  Evidences  of 
Natural  and  Revealed  Religion ;  with  the  Middle  Class,  in  Eccle^* 
astical  History  ;  and  with  the  Senior  Class,  in  Christian  Theology. 

The  Professor  of  Pulpit  Eloquence  and  the  Pastoral  Care  gives 
instruction  in  the  Composition  and  Delivery  of  Sermons,  and  the 
duties  of  the  Pastoral  office,  in  Church  Polity,  and  in  Elocution. 

The  Professor  of  Biblical  Literature  gives  instruction  to  each  of 
the  three  classes  in  the  Interpretation  of  the  New  Testament,  and  to 
the  two  higher  classes  in  the  Interpretation  of  the  Old  Testament; 
also  to  the  Junior  Class  in  Hebrew,  and  to  volunteers  in  other 
Oriental  languages. 

The  members  of  the  Senior  Class  preach  once  a  week  during  part 
of  the  year  in  the  Parish  church,  and  there  is  a  weekly  exercise  b 
extemporaneous  speaking,  attended  by  the  whole  School.

The  Treasurer  herewith  presents  the  aDDual  exhibit  of  the  state 
of  the  College  funds  and  property. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  received  from  Joshua  Clapp, 
Esquire,  through  the  hands  of  the  Rev.  Henry  Ware,  Jr.,  D.  D., 
One  Thousand  dollars,  to  be  applied  to  Theological  purposes  under 
the  direction  of  the  Theological  Faculty,  and  from  Mrs^  Nathan 
Tufts,  through  the  Rev.  Dr.  James  Walker,  Five  Hundred  dollars, 
for  the  general  purposes  of  the  Theofbgical  department. 

The  amount  already  expended  on  Gore  Hall  is  45,653tVt  ^^l"* 
lars,  and  it  is  expected  to  be  completed  during  the  present  college 
year  at  a  cost  within  the  limits  of  the  original  estimates. 

The  general  expenditure  of  the  College  for  the  past  year  hat 
not  materially  varied  from  what  may  be  deemed  the  average  in« 
come  ;  and  will  probably  not  much  exceed  the  income  for  the  year 
DOW  commenced. 

The  addition  which  appears  to  the  general  fund  of  the  College, 
arises  from  income  and  premium  on  manufacturing  stocks.  It  will 
be  recollected,  that  this  fund  will  be  lessened  by  the  amount  of  the 
cost  of  Gore  Hall,  when  completed.

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TREASURER'S    STATEMENT, 


Thb  Treasurer  herewith  presents  the  annual  statement  of  the  CoUego 
funds  and  property. 

There  has  been  received  of  the  Rev.  Francis  Parkman,  D.  D.,  Fiv« 
Thousand  dollars,  to  be  added  to  the  donation  of  the  late  Samuel  Parkman, 
Esquire,  to  constitute  with  said  donation  a  foundation  for  a  Theological 
professorship  in  the  University,  to  be  called  the  **  Parkman  Professorship." 
Mr.  William  C.  Bond  having  removed  to  Cambridge  and  connected 
his  astronomical  and  other  observations  with  the  University,  subscriptioqa 
were  received  from  thirty  gentlemen,  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  to« 
wards  the  establishment  of  an  Observatory. 

The  donation  of  the  late  John  Foster,  Esquire,  of  Cambridge,  in  aid 
of  Students  of  Law,  Medicine,  and  Theology,  of  Two  Thousand  dollars, 
has  been  received  of  his  executors. 

The  College,  and  other  institutions,  are  residuary  legatees  under  the 
will  of  the  late  Henry  Lienow,  Esquire,  of  Boston.  The  income  of  this 
legacy,  when  collected,  is  to  be  applied  to  the  general  purposes  of  the 
Divinity  School.  Its  amount  is  uncertain  in  consequence  of  unsettled 
claims  against  the  estate.  This  matter  is  in  charge  of  the  counsel  for 
the  College. 

It  will  be  recollected,  that  the  legacy  of  the  late  Governor  Gore  amounted 
to  about  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  subject  to  the  payment  of  certain 
annuities,  for  which  a  fund  of  thirty-eight  thousand  dollars  has  been  set 
apart,  called  the  ''  Gore  Annuity  Fund."  The  residue  of  the  Gore  Icga* 
cy  has  remained  on  the  College  books  as  a  part  of  the  general  fund  of 
the  College,  and  has  been  applied,  with  the  interest,  principally  to  the 
erection  of  Gore  Hall.  The  cost  of  this  building,  it  is  now  ascertained, 
will  be  about  seventy  thousand  dollars.  This  sum  has  therefore  been  re« 
moved  from  the  general  fund  and  carried  to  the  "  Gore  Hall "  account  | 
and,  in  order  to  show  as  nearly  as  may  be  the  actual  state  of  the  general

The  undersigned,  a  Committee  appointed  by  the  President  and  Fellows  of 
Harvard  College,  to  examine  the  Books  and  Accounts  of  the  Treasurer  for 
the  year  ending  August  31, 1840,  have  examined  from  page  1^  to  172  inclu- 
sive, and  have  seen  that  all  the  bonds,  notes,  mortgages,  certificates  of  stock, 
and  other  evidences  of  property  which  were  received  by  him  and  on  hand  at 
the  beginning  of  said  year,  are  now  in  his  possession,  or  fully  accounted  for 
by  entries  made  herein.  They  have  also  noticed  all  payments,  both  of  prin* 
cipal  and  interest,  endorsed  on  any  of  said  bonds  or  notes,  and  seen  that  the 
amounts  so  endorsed  have  been  duly  credited  to  the  College. 

They  have  carefully  examined  all  notes,  bonds,  mortgages,  and  other  secu- 
rities invested  during  the  said  year,  and  are  of  opinion  that  all  such  invest- 
ments are  judiciously  made  and  amply  secured. 

They  have  in  like  manner  satisfied  themselves  that  all  the  entries  for 
moneys  expended  by  the  Treasurer,  or  in  any  way  charged  to  the  College, 
are  well  vouched ;  such  of  them  as  are  not  supported  by  counter  entries  be- 
ing proved  by  regular  vouchers  and  receipts,  with  the  exception  of  petty 
charges  and  expenses,  which  from  their  nature  do  not  admit  of  this  kind  of 
evidence. 

The  Committee  have  also  seen  that  all  the  entries  for  said  year  are  duly 
transferred  to  the  Leger,  and  that  the  accounts  there  are  rightly  cast,  and 
the  balances  carried  forward  correctly  to  new  accounts.

REPORTS, 

That  the  state  of  the  Seminary  during  the  last  Aca- 
demic  year,  was,  in  general,  satisfactory,  until  the  latter  part 
of  June  last,  when  the  College  fence,  and  a  small  buUding 
erected  within  the  precincts  of  the  CoUege,  for  the  use  of 
t^e  mechanics  employed  in  the  erection  of  the  new  library, 
were  wantonly  set  on  fire  and  the  latter  burnt  down« 
Subsequently,  at  an  unlawful  assembly  held  on  the  CoUege 
grounds,  an  attempt  was  made  to  form  a  combination 
among  the  Students  not  to  attend  recitations  until  one  of 
the  College  officers  was  removed.  The  authors  of  the  in- 
juries done  to  the  College  property,  so  far  as  they  were 
ascertsdned,  and  those  who  were  leaders  in  the  attempt  at 
combination,  received  the  appropriate  College  punishments^ 
the  particulars  of  which  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix ; 
and  the  peace  and  order  of  the  College  was  restored  and 
successfully  msdntained. 

During  the  First  Term  of  the  present  Academic  year,  the 
College  has  been,  generally,  in  a  remarkable  degree,  quiet 
and  orderly ;  attention  to  study  has  been  exemplary,  and 
the  results  of  the  term  singularly  gratifying  to  the  Instruc- 
tors ;  and  it  is  believed  to  those  friends  of  the  Institution, 
who  have  had  an  opportunity  to  become  acquainted  with  its 
relations.

A. 

Department  of  Theologt. 

This,  during  the  past  year,  has  been  under  the  superintendence 
of  the  Rev.  Henry  Ware,  Jr.,  D.  D.,  who  gives  instruction  to  the 
Junior  Class  in  Paley's  Evidences,  and  Butler's  Analogy ;  the  Class 
being  heard  in  two  divisions,  one  hour  each. 

To  the  Senior  Class  he  gives  a  course  of  Lectures  on  the  History 
and  Criticism  of  the  New  Testament,  once  a  week  during  the  Term. 

Also  alternately  with  Professor  Noyes,  he  performed  the  morning 
and  evening  service  of  the  University  Chapel ;  and  conducted  the 
Sabbath  worship  m  conjunction  with  Professors  Noyes  and  Walker. 


Department  of  Philosopht. 

During  the  past  year  this  department  has  been  under  the  superin- 
tendence of  the  Rev.  James  Walker,  D.  D.  Instruction  has  been 
conducted  by  him,  in  the  usual  manner;  that  is,  by  Recitations,  illus- 
trated familiarly  at  the  time  by  the  Professor.  The  books  read  dur- 
ing the  last  year  have  been  Abercrombie  on  the  Intellectual  Powers, 
Upham's  Mental  Philosophy,  Joufiroy's  Introduction  to  Ethics,  Say's 
Political  Economy,  and  Story  on  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

By  the  new  arrangement  two  courses  of  Philosophy  are  offered 
to  the  Junior  and  Senior  Classes,  respectively,  —  the  Prescribed 
Course,  and  the  Extended  Course.  In  each  Class,  those  who 
choose  the  extended  Course  recite  6ve  times  a  week,  one  hour  be- 
ing given  to  each  recitation  ;  the  rest  recite  three  times  a  week)  one, 
hour  being  given  to  each  recitation.  The  operation  of  this  plan  has 
thus  far  been  entirely  satisfactory.  An  average  of  two  more  exer- 
cises a  week  are  given  than  on  the  old  plan. 

Foreosics  have  been  read  by  die  Junbrt  and  Seniors  altecnatelyy 
every  Thursday  afternoon.

At 
tbe  end  of  each  Term,  the  Class  was  examined,  upon  tbe  text-books 
of  tbe  Term,  oo  the  Lectures,  and  b  translatbg  irom  English  bto 
Greek,  and  from  Greek  into  English. 

One  exercise  each  fortnight  was  an  exercise  b  Greek  composition. 

Tbe  text-book  during  tbe  First  Term  was  tbe  Iliad  ;  during  tbe 
Baoood  Term,  a  selection  from  the  Greek  Tragedies,  and  the  Cboda 
of  Ariftopbanas. 


In  the  Junior  Tear. 

The  Class  attended  the  Professor  twice  each  week  the  First  Term^ 
and  three  times  the  Second.  The  exercises  were  conducted  in  the 
same  manner  as  those  of  the  Sophomores.  The  text*books  were 
iCschines  and  Demosthenes  on  the  Crown,  and  the  (Edipus  Tjrrao* 
nus  of  Sophocles. 


DXPARTMKNT  OF   LlTIN. 

During  the  past  year  this  department  was  under  the  superinten- 
dence of  Charles  Beck,  P.  D.,  Professor  of  the  Latin  Language, 
assisted  by  Robert  Bartlett,  A.  M.,  Tutor. 

Instruction  was  given  to  the  Freshman  Class  in  Folsom's  Selec- 
tions from  Livy,  Horace,  writing  Latin,  Beck's  Syntax,  and  Adam's 
Roman  Antiquities. 

To  the  Sophomore  Class,  in  the  Odes,  Satires,  and  Epistles  of 
Horace,  and  Cicero  de  Amicitia  and  de  Senectute,  one  hour  every 
other  week  being  devoted  to  writing  Latin. 

To  the  Junior  Class,  in  Juvenal,  Cicero  de  Am!citi&  and  de  Sen- 
ectute, and  writing  Latin. 

The  time  of  recitation  and  the  arrangements  are  as  those  explained 
in  the  statement  of  the  Greek  department. 

The  time  annually  employed  by  the  Student  in  recitation  and  the 
Instructor  in  instruction,  is  the  same  as  in  the  Greek  department. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  Second  Term,  the  new  system  relative 
to  voluntary  studies  proposed  by  the  Corporation  and  approved  by 
the  Overseers,  was  introduced  so  far  as  to  divide  the  Sophomore 
and  Junior  classes  into  two  parts  each,  of  those  who  wished  to  relin- 
quish the  study  of  Latin  at  the  end  of  the  Junior  year,  and  of  those 
who  wished  to  continue  it  through  the  College  course*

The  whole  Class  was  required  to  attend  the  course. 

By  the  changes  made  in  the  system  of  instruction,  those  students 
who  desire  it  are  to  continue  a  more  extended  course  of  study  with 
practical  instruction,  the  only  way  in  which  a  competent  knowledge 
of  Chemistry  can  be  acquired.  The  course  of  Lectures  is  but  pre- 
paratory to  this,  and  designed  to  impart  such  elementary  and  general 
views  as  may  be  useful  to  all. 

Experience  has  established  the  correctness  of  the  opinion,  long 
since  expressed  by  the  Professor,  that  by  attendance  upon  a  single 
course  of  Lectures,  no  Student  can  acquire  sufficient  acquaintance 
with  the  complicated  details  of  chemical  science  to  undergo  a  pub- 
lic examination.  As  it  was  contemplated  to  offer  to  those  who  were 
desirous  of  pursuing  the  study  and  practice  of  Chemistry  more 
thoroughly,  the  means  of  doing  so  during  the  two  remaining 
years  of  their  residence  at  College,  the  examination  was  defer- 
red.. It  is  respectfuUy  suggested,  that  in  future  those  only  should  be 
presented  for  public  examination,  who  have  pursued  the  more  ex- 
tended course  of  study. 

It  will,  however,  be  impossible  to  carry  into  operation  the  contem- 
plated course  of  practical  study,  until  suitable  accommodation  is  pro- 
vided. A  larger  and  more  convenient  laboratory,  with  additional 
apparatus,  will  be  required  for  the  Professor,  and  a  separate  operat- 
ing room  for  the  pupib.  Until  these  are  in  readiness  it  will  be  nec- 
essary to  confine  the  instruction  to  Lectures  to  the  whole  Class. 

During  the  remainder  of  the  Term  eighteen  Lectures  on  Geology 
were  given  to  the  Seniors,  and  instruction  in  Mineralogy  in  the  Cab- 
inet to  individuals  of  the  class,  occupying  about       -        200  hours. 

Much  time  was  also  given  to  the  collection  of  specimens  and  care 
of  the  Cabinet.

Agreeably  to  the  new  arrangement,  instruction  in  Zodlogy  was  abo 
given,  during  the  Second  Term,  to  the  Freshmen ;  the  exercises  con- 
sisting of  Recitatioos  by  the  whole  Class,  in  Sraellie's  **  Philosophy 
of  Natural  History,"  with  illustrations  and  explanatory  remarks  by 
the  Instructor ;  each  exercise  occupying  one  liour  every  Tuesday 
and  Thursday  morning. 

At  the  particular  request  of  several  Students  belon^g  to  the  three 
upper  classes,  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Faculty,  Dr.  Harris  deliv- 
ered to  these  students,  a  course  of  Lectures  on  Entomcdc^  on  the 
Friday  evenings  of  the  First  Term.

To  the  Hancock  Professor,  the  Evidences  of  Christianity,  Dog- 
matic Theology,  the  Criticism  and  Interpretation  of  the  Old  and  the 
New  Testaments,  and  the  Hebrew  Language. 

The  members  of  the  Senior  Class  preach  once  a  week  during  part 
of  the  year  in  the  Parish  church,  and  there  is  a  weekly  exercise  in 
extemporaneous  speaking,  attended  by  the  whole  School.

Besides  the  above  Lectures  in  the  Medical  School,  there  isjriven 
at  Cambridge,  by  the  Professor  of  the  Theory  and  Practice  of  Phys- 
ic, to  the  undergraduates,  a  course  of  Lectures  on  Hygiene,  or  the 
Means  of  Preserving  Health  and  Prolonging  Life ;  consisting  of 
seven  Lectures,  beginning  on  the  first  Monday  of  the  Second  Term, 
at  11  o'clock,  A.  M.,  and  continued  daily  (except  on  Saturday)  as 
far  as  the  stated  exercises  of  the  College  permit. 

Also,  a  course  of  Lectures  on  Anatomy,  by  Dr.  Warreo,  consist- 
ing of  twenty*  four  Lectures,  beginning  in  April,  and  endmg  in  June.

The  course  of  instruction  in  the  Law  School  is  as  follows  :«- 

1.  LectureMj  by  the  Dane  Profe»$or  of  haw ^  on  the  Law  of  Na- 
ture and  Natious,  and  on  Chancery,  Commercial,  Civil,  and  Consti- 
tutional Law.  Lectures,  by  the  Royall  Professor ^  on  all  the  branches 
of  the  Common  Law. 

2.  Reviews  and  examinations  of  the  Students  in  the  Text-Books. 
These  are  held  twice  a  day,  four  days  in  the  week,  and  four  times 
on  Fridays ;  and  the  time  occupied  with  each  Class  varies  from  one 
to  two  hours.  The  course  of  study  embraces  a  selection  of  the  best 
elementary  works  in  eaeh  branch  of  the  Law,  and  is  intended  to  be 
completed  in  two  years.  The  students  are  referred  to  a  series  of 
leading  cases  in  the  English  and  American  Reports,  and  to  a  parallel 
course  of  reading,  in  addition  to  the  prescribed  course  of  study. 

3.  Moot  CouriSf  for  the  arguing  of  questions  of  law.  These  are 
held  every  week,  by  one  of  the  Professors.  Four  of  the  Students, 
in  rotation,  appear  as  counsel.  They  begin  to  take  their  turn  at  the 
commencement  of  the  second  year  of  their  studies.  They  have 
extempore  disputations  and  debates  on  legal  and  miscellaneous  ques- 
tions, as  voluntary  exercises. 

4.  Written  dissertations  on  subjects  connected  with  the  course  of 
study  are  occasionally  rendered. 

5.  The  Students  are  instructed  in  the  practice  of  the  courts,  in 
the  preparation  of  pleadings,  and  other  legal  instruments ;  and  an 
opportunity  is  afforded  for  attending  the  sitdngs  of  the  State  and 
United  States  Courts.

The  number  of  Students  during  the  past  year  has  varied  from  95 
to  126 ;  coming  from  nearly  all  the  States  of  the  Union.  The  whole 
number  who  have  been  in  the  School  during  the  year,  is  213.  They 
have  been  usually  divided  into  three  classes  according  to  seniority 
and  advancement.  Their  attendance  upon  the  exercises  has  been 
hitherto  wholly  voluntary,  and  has  been  marked  by  a  punctuality  and 
by  a  degree  of  advancement  highly  satisfactory.  The  opportiraity 
of  pursuing  the  study  of  the  profession  at  the  School  is  considered 
as  a  privilege,  which  is  more  and  more  highly  estimated  as  its  value 
becomes  more  extensively  known  ;  and  the  Students  themselves  are 
understood  to  be  well  satisfied  with  the  arrangements.

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TREASURER'S    STATEMENT. 


The  Treasurer  herewith  presents  the  annual  statement  of  the 
College  funds  and  property. 

There  has  been  received  of  the  Society  for  Promoting  Theological 
Education,  Ten  Thousand  dollars^  towards  the  Hancock  Professor- 
ship and  Dexter  Lectureship  ;  and,  since  the  close  of  the  College 
year,  there  has  been  received  under  the  will  of  the  late  Henry  Laenow, 
Esquire,  Thirty-Eight  Hundred  and  Eight  -f^^  dollars,  —  the  income 
to  be  applied  to  the  general  purposes  of  the  Divinity  School. 

The  Shares  in  the  Middlesex  Canal,  received  from  Governor 
Gore's  estate,  and  standing  in  the  College  books  at  Fifteen  Thousand 
dollars,  having  lessened  in  value  in  consequence  of  the  continuation 
of  the  railroads  through  the  whole  extent  of  its  line,  the  Treasurer 
has  charged  off  this  year  $  3,000,  leaving  them  at  $  12,000  on  the 
books.  A  further  reduction  will  be  necessary  next  year,  unless  the 
canal  can  be  put  to  some  other  than  its  present  use. 

The  general  fund  of  the  College  remains  without  much  variation, 
and  the  income  for  the  coming  year  may  be  expected  to  meet  the 
expenses.
